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The Vulcanizer in the Hardware Store 


How Commercial Vulcanizing Increases Capacity for Service, 
Aids in Tire Adjustments and Pays a Substantial Profit 


LD MAN EXPERIENCE defines a slacker as 

“a man who fails to make his ante of service 

stack up to value received.” Possibly that is 
going a little strong. Hardware men in general 
recognize the truth of the assertion that “the retail 
merchant’s only excuse for being in business is the 
service he can render his community,” and in most 
cases they have lived up to their belief. In many 
lines they have given service beyond what their 
profits would justify, yet the fact remains that vol- 
ume of business depends greatly on service. Last 
winter, at the opening of the skating season, an 
Iowa hardware dealer installed a power skate 
sharpener in his store. As a result his sales of 
skates were doubled and he built up a remarkable 
business in skate straps, skating shoes, sweaters 
and winter sporting goods. The fact that the 
sharpener paid an individual profit did not make 
its use any less a service to his patrons. The hard- 
ware tin shop has always reflected the basic idea of 
service. 


One Spot Where Service Is Weak 


In the handling of automobile accessories, the 
hardware dealer has not been exactly generous from 
a service standpoint. Within a comparatively short 
time, accessories have won a recognized position in 
the modern hardware stock. There is hardly a 
dealer who does not carry some items of the acces- 
sory line at a profit. Hardware men, however, have 
in most cases been content to pass the items over 
their counters, giving little in the way of accessory 
service. We are not intimating that the hardware 
dealer is an accessory slacker, but we are forced 
to conclude that the volume of his accessory busi- 
ness could be increased through the adoption of 
some service system along accessory lines. 


Tire Repairing as a Retail Hardware Service 


It has been suggested that this service take the 
form of tire repair work. It is undoubtedly true 
that a large part of the expense incident to running 
an automobile is due to the various kinds of tire 
trouble. It is also reasonable to presume that the 
motorist is willing to have his tires repaired by the 
man who has been handling his repair work in other 
lines. Before he buys a car, the average man, par- 
ticularly in the small and medium size cities, de- 
pends upon the hardware dealer to repair his dam- 
aged household utensils, small mechanical devices, 
etc. In fact the average small town hardware dealer 
is called upon to repair everything from a door key 
to a traction engine. It would seem that a certain 
amount of automobile repairing might justly come 
within his province if he cares to undertake the 
work. Tire repairing is one of the lines which the 
hardware dealer seems especially adapted to handle. 
It does not necessitate a high-priced equipment; it 
takes up very little space, and in most cases it does 
not entail the hiring of additional men. At the 
same time it pays a good profit, and the car does not 
have to be stored while the repairs are being made. 
The injured tire can be taken off and brought to 
the store, and when repaired, it can be returned to 
the owner. In most other lines of automobile re- 
pair work it is necessary to have a department large 
enough to house the car while the work is in 
progress. 

The Tin Shop as a Basis 


Most hardware stores of to-day are equipped with 
tin shops or repair shops of some nature. Each 
of these shops has an established business and a tin- 
ner or mechanic whose time is not fully occupied 
with the ordinary tin or repair work. Such stores

are naturally better fitted to do tire repairing than 
those which. must figure on an exclusive tire repair 
shop, carrying its own overhead of rent, light, heat, 
etc. However, in the larger towns, a distinct tire 
repair department might be made to pay a substan- 
tial profit. In any event, the tin shop of the average 
hardware store forms an ideal basis for the installa- 
tion of a vulcanizing plant, and for the handling of 
the more common forms of tire repair work. 


Vulcanizer Occupies Little Room, Is Inexpensive, and 
Pays a Good Profit 


It is obvious that the expense of getting the repair 
business is small, since the motorist has already 
formed the habit of allowing the hardware man to do 
his repair work in other lines. It is also obvious 
that the handling of automobile accessories has 
placed the hardware store in direct touch with the 
men who need tire repairs. There is no shortage 
of tire repair prospects. The space required for a 
repair department is small. A few feet of bench 
room and a small amount of floor space in some un- 
used corner will easily take care of that problem. 
The tinner or mechanic, already in the shop, can 
easily master the art of vulcanizing, and in a re- 
markably short time can turn out high-class work. 
An ample equipment can be bought for somewhere 
around $50, and the material used in repairing 
costs but little. Work can be started on a small 
scale and increased as the demand grows. Material 
for a small tube or casing repair costs but a few 
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cents, and the total time required for the job is less 
than half an hour, even when only one tube is re- 
paired at atime. The customer is glad to pay from 
50 to 75 cents for work that makes his tire practi- 
cally as good as new. The profits naturally in- 
crease with the number of repairs handled at one 
time. 


Pointers for the Dealer Who Undertakes Tire 
Vulcanizing 

Obviously the hardware man who enters the tire 
repair field should be able to handle all the common 
tire repairs, such as ‘tube work, casing cuts, sand 
pockets, loosened treads and blowouts. If possible 
he should be in position to handle several repairs 
at once, because the average motorist waits until all 
his spare tires are punctured before arranging for 
any repair work. 

He is invariably in a hurry, and usually brings 
in from two to six tubes at a time. The vulcanizer 
itself should be one that can be quickly put in opera- 
tion and that is easy to handle, in order to facili- 
tate hurry-up repairs. It is not necessary to vul- 
canize a big bunch of tires at any one time. If the 
vulcanizer is of a type that has its temperature con- 
trolled, and does not require constant watching, the 
operator can be curing one set of tubes while he is 
getting others ready for the vulcanizing process. 
In shops with only one man, it is sometimes ad- 
visable for him to prepare the tires at his leisure 
during the day, allowing the vulcanizing cement 
to dry over night. The vulcanizer can then be 
started in the morning and the work finished in 
short order. This naturally does not apply to rush 
work. Just as in other lines of repair work, there 
are certain types of repairs, which from the stand- 
point of good business, should be left alone. The 
dealer must exercise good judgment, and undertake 
only such work as can be done by the ordinary me- 
chanic at a reasonable profit. The installation of 
too large an equipment might tempt the dealer to 
accept work that cannot be done at a profit, or to 
the satisfaction of his patrons. 

It is of course impossible in a limited article of 
this nature to describe all the makes of vulcanizers 
which could be adapted for a hardware tire repair 
shop. We merely show a few of the better-known 
equipments, large enough to handle the ordinary 
volume of repair work, and which sell at moderate 
prices. ° 


The Shaler Type NPR No. 41 Vulcanizer 


The Shaler type NPR No. 41 vulcanizer, manu- 
factured by the C. A. Shaler Company, Waupun, 
Wis., is a practical machine, capable of handling 
all the common forms of tire repair work. It has 
several features of special interest to the man who 
is just starting in the repair game. It can be 
operated successfully without any special schooling 
on the part of the mechanic, and the temperature 
is regulated automatically, requiring no watching or 
hand regulating. Its capacity is ample for the 
ordinary hardware repair shop. Casings are re- 
paired by what is known as the wrapped tread 
method, adapted from the methods employed in man- 
ufacturing tires. By this method the repair is built 
up inside the tire, thereby reducing the cost of mate- 
rial and increasing the effectiveness of the repair. 
The heat is applied from the inside and outside of 
the tire at the same time, which gives an even and 
quick repair. 


The Adamson Model H Vulcanizer 


The Adamson Model H vulcanizer is put out by 
the Adamson Manufacturing Company, East Pales- 
tine, Ohio, and is especially designed to handle re- 
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pairs of inner tubes. It has a capacity of three 
tubes at one time, and is provided with a hood which 
carries away the fumes through a 5-in. stove pipe 
attached at the top. Three sets of vulcanizing cups 
are supplied with the outfit, each set consisting of 
a 3'5, 6, 9 and 12-in. cup. The bottom faces of the 
cups are polished and slightly concaved to prevent 
the gum from flowing, and to insure a perfect patch. 
The heat is applied at the top, allowing the tube to 
hang free. Patches are prepared in the usual man- 
ner and the proper size cup is clamped directly over 
the repair. No steam or electricity is used, and the 
machine is entirely automatic, The Adamson Mode! 
S is a smaller machine of a similar type and operated 
in much the same manner as the Model H. 
Haywood’s Model D-B Vulcanizer 

The Haywood Tire & Equipment Company, Indian- 
apolis, Ind., manufactures among other types of vul- 
canizers, the Model D-B, a cut of which is shown in 
connection with this article. This machine will 
handle from four to six inner tube repairs, an out- 
side casing repair, and a bicycle tire repair at one 
time, and at a very moderate expense. The equip- 
ment includes a set of tube splicing mandrills, used 
in replacing sections, cutting down or lengthening 
inner tubes. In casing repairs the curing is done 
on an inside curing mold, by the wrapped tread or 
inside stepped down process. The D-B stands for 
double burner, the machine having two kerosene 
burners similar to those used on an ordinary kero 
sene burning kitchen stove. The steam pressure is 
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regulated, and a vulcanizing temperature, or a 60-|). 
steam pressure can be obtained in from thirty to 
forty minutes. An adjustable frame feature per- 
mits the raising or lowering of the working parts 
to suit the convenience of the operator. 

Any of these vulcanizers can be purchased for 
less than $50, which is certainly not an exorbitant 
price to pay for a good service medium. The Hay- 
wood Model L, which we illustrate, is a larger and 
naturally higher priced machine, having a capacity 
of five casings and four inner tubes at the same 
time. 

The Clos'ng Argument 

This article was started on the basis of service, 
and undoubtedly the hardware store with a good 
commercial vulcanizer is in a position to be of great 
service to its patrons. Incidently, we have shown 
that the service can be backed up by a profit. It 
should also be taken into consideration that the re 
pairing of tires will naturally draw new customers 
into the store, who can be sold automobile accesso- 
ries, sporting goods and general hardware items. 
This means a type of profit that is indirect but 
nevertheless real. One more argument and we are 
through. A vulcanizer in the store will aid you 
in making your tire adjustments, and will increase 
your profits on tire sales. 

If you are planning to increase your service as 
well as your profits. we suggest that you give the 
vulcanizer at least the benefit of careful investiga- 
tion.

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tT NEED hardly tell you conditions are withcut 

parallel in the history of our country. You 

know the larger facts as well as I and doubtless 
grasp their seriousness as truly. It is a time for the 
scales of prejudice and of provincialism to fall from 
our eyes. We are called to look clearly and to think 
straight with a mental vision single to the one su- 
preme duty to help our country through its hour of 
test. If we will truly use the words “Old things 
have passed away; behold all things are become 
new,” we must use them not merely of the outer 
world of international life or of political life in the 
domestic sphere. They mean far more than that. 
All things are become new in the mill, in the mine, 
in the office, and in the mental outlook of the men 
that guide them all. 


Eager to Serve 


We in Washington have seen new and welcome 
sights these recent days. A new embarrassment has 
sprung up—one with which it is hard to deal ade- 
quately. Men are giving not merely of their means 
(this they have done before) but in a new and pe 
culiar way they are giving themselves. The eager- 
ness to serve is not confined to those of military 
age nor to those who seek military service. It may 
be said to begin with the boys and girls who by hun- 
dreds plant and work gardens, and shows in one 
or another way through all the ranks between till it 
ends with the men of mature years and experience— 
heads of great business houses or high in profes 
sional practices who have left their offices and their 
homes and their affairs and have come crowding 
upon one another to say—here am I, take me. I 
think there is probably no department of the Gov- 
ernment in which these unselfish volunteers are not 
doing fine work, some of them accepting salaries 
which are trifling to what they have surrendered, 
others working for a purely nominal consideration, 
some rendering service without any compensation, 
others indeed giving not themselves only but of their 
means and of their own organized forces as well. 
It would do wrong to my own feelings and would 
be dealing unfairly with the business world if I 
did not express the admiration and the honor with 
which all who know the truth regard these men. It 
is in largest part because of them that so much has 
been done in so short a time and that we are able to 
face the future with a more quiet mind than would 
have been possible without their services. 

Yet the embarrassment has been real because 
where many have offered but few can now be chosen 
and opportunity has not permitted as yet the use 
of these patriotic men to anything like the extent 
to which their services have been freely tendered.

How Manufacturers Can Help 


By WILLIAM C. REDFIELD 


“The Secretary of Agriculture has recently pointed out that the

duty more pressing at this hour than that of stopping family and 
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There is no industrial 


has been wholly wanting. Some there are even now 
who would profit to excess by their country’s need. 
But these are the relatively few and they often find 
their efforts foiled by the men of affairs with whom 
they are somewhat unexpectedly brought in contact 
in dealing to-day with the Government. 


No Exhausted Foe 


We are to consider here how manufacturers may 
help. It ought not to be thought that they have 
postponed help until this hour. In many practical 
and efficient ways the industries of our land have 
been aiding their Government since long before the 
war began. We are however to consider in what 
special ways the industries can further bring their 
aid to the mighty task we have in hand. First of 
all then let us visualize, if we may, that task fself. 
We enter it in the spirit of seeing it through to the 
end whenever that end shall be and whatever we 
may be called upon to give to bring that end about. 
We enter it with no delusions as to the power or 
the ability of our enemy. We mean to exert our- 
selves as if the task were ours alone to do. Slow 
to enter the fight we purpose being equally slow to 
leave it until the high ideal with which we entered 
it shall be wrought into living fact. We expect it 
to take sacrifice of life, of money, of many cherished 
things, buf the evil that threatens all free peoples 
must be cast out, cost what it may. Let no one, 
therefore, think that an exhausted foe confronts us 
or that we can afford to do less than our utmost 
in the fight that is on. The war will call for our 
best and we must be prepared to give it. The giv- 
ing may have to be doné patiently, steadily for a 
long time. We do not know. But there must be no 
relaxing, no hesitation. We must tread the thorny 
road to the very end. 


Get Behind the Government Loans 


There is a certain danger, in exuberant headlines 
regarding the present loan. We must remember 
that even the seven billions we have authorized 
may be far from sufficient for all the work to be 
done and that the two billions now pending is but 
the beginning. One may rejoice indeed in the 
progress thus far made and be strong in the convic- 
tion that all desired will be done. But safety lies 
only along the path of such earnest continuous effort 
everywhere as will insure the results. 

Therefore, the practical suggestion seems fit, that 
the manufacturers of our land not only should help 
by subscribing themselves as they can to the loans 
which will support the war, but that they should 
generally follow the excellent example set by many 
and assist their employees also to become partners 
in the loans. In this as in all other war matters 
the country needs the help of all its people—not of a 
part of them alone, and much can be done if in 
every industry the aid of the management is thrown 
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to providing methods by which workers may take 
part in supporting the nation’s finances. 


Roses vs. Potatoes 


This reminds me of another practical thought. 
We need food as well as money and men. In our 
own department we have encouraged the employees 
in stations all over the land to use the Government 
land for crops and have told them that the horses 
and other appliances may be used in any way that 
does not injure the Government service. Many pri- 
vate concerns have done likewise. It ought to be the 
rule now that wherever employers can control land 
which can be made available for raising food, the 
employees should be encouraged to use it and facili- 
ties should be granted them so far as possible for 
that use. It is a fact and no dream that we may 
face next winter a shortage of food for ourselves 
and our allies. Only a long and strong pull will 
prevent this becoming a dread reality. He is a 
patriot who cultivates an extra rod of land and those 
of us who can make land available for cultivation 
and aid toward its working, should at once take 
steps to bring that about. I am fond of roses but 
potatoes are more needed now. Encourage children 
and labor to cultivate gardens and farms. Arrange 
annual repairs so as to permit workers to engage 
in the harvest. Let land about shops be used and 
let time be permitted so far as may be for its use. 


No Time to Rock the Boat 


From what you perhaps will think obvious things, 
let us pass to a more serious thought. It fell to my 
part a few days since to speak frankly to a labor 
leader. I told him that in his trade as in others the 
fullest production of every man was needed for the 
nation’s use and that the man who left his work, 
delayed his product, was striking a blow at his 
own family and at his own country. I said to him 
that the conditions were such that the absence of 
the product that the man might make but did not 
would be felt by his own wife and children and that 
the nation at large called upon him as a patriotic 
duty to keep work going. There are several kinds 
of armies in the present war, in this country at 
least. There is the army upon the farm and the 
army in the factory as well as the army in the field, 
and the army in the field cannot live and fight un- 
less the other two armies work without cessation 
to support it. Nor can the army in the field call 
upon the army on the farm to work in its behalf 
unless it does its own unceasing share, and the army 
in the factory has the right to call upon the army on 
the farm to work without stint for its feeding. 
To-day is no time to rock the boat. If that process 
was ever laudable, it is hateful now. But my friend, 
the labor leader, reminded me with truth and 
emphasis that there were two sides to that question 
and assured me that while he and his fellows would 
do their full share, they had and the country had 
a right to expect that the employer would be equally 
self-restrained and far-seeing. So now let me frank- 
ly say to you as was said to him—this is no time to 
rake over burning fires, let the ashes cool and go 
out. There have been men in the ranks of labor who 
have not understood, perhaps, all that the country 
has a right to expect of them now. There have been 
men in the ranks of employers who have done like- 
wise. This is no hour for mutual suspicions, least 
of all for mutual attack. It is a time when differ- 
ences should be laid aside and all American men 
should pull together with the one thought to make 
the power of the nation so felt in the world that men 
and women and children and small nations and large 
ones may live henceforth unmolested by autocratic 
power. Therefore I urge upon the manufacturers

of the country the great, fine privilege of human 
leadership. You are in touch with men and with 
the power of men to produce and to save. Their 
savings are needed, their production is needed, the 
men are needed. You, their leaders, have it in your 
power by self-forgetfulness and by far vision to lead 
the mighty forces you guide in such wise as to 
guarantee the result. In practice, therefore, there 
should now be no disturbances of labor standards, 
no suggestion of altered hours. Let these things 
rest till the nation itself calls. Keep the standards 
of living untouched and the standard of friendly 
leadership exalted. If the nation’s need shall call, 
you will be told what is required. Till that call 
shall come, let there be no undue pressure upon labor 
and let no advantage be taken whether for profit 
or for pride or for supposed principle of the hour 
of the nation’s trial. Nay, it is true that since the 
ranks of labor must contribute their share to the 
forces of the field as well as of the factory, and 
must bear as they may the enhanced costs of food 
and other things, so far as possible labor should 
be made to bear less rather than more burdens, and 
the fine example of great industries in this respect 
may well be followed. 


Labor’s Patriotism in England 


I listened with great interest once and again to 
the statements of Mr. Thomas, M.P., and Mr. Bower- 
man, M.P., two of the labor leaders recently sent by 
the British Government to this country, and I hope 
for the pleasure of a further hearing from them. 
They told in detail how the labor leaders and the 
Government in Great Britain had co-operated from 
the beginning of the war. Their statements were 
broad-minded, patriotic, far-seeing. They showed 
in a marked way the capacity of the English for self- 
government, and showed also a fine spirit of patriot- 
ism on the part of the trades unions of the United 
Kingdom. One thing ran through it all which I 
commend to your sober and serious thought. From 
beginning to end, in substance and in detail, the 
labor leaders were consulted by the Government. 
They were made to feel that their views were want- 
ed, that their interests were fairly considered, that 
they were reckoned as having an equal part in the 
great contest in which the nation was engaged. As 
a result great changes have taken place in British 
industry and production has advanced by leaps until 
it has reached points of which the industrial man- 
agers never dreamed. Take the lesson to heart. 
Consult labor. Give it a fair and free voice and meet 
it half way—not as an adversary to be feared but as 
a friend to be considered. Our general efficiency 
must not be interrupted by local misunderstandings. 
The part of patriotism now is to prevent by tact, 
by courtesy, by fairness, by conference, the be- 
ginning of such misunderstandings. 


Direction in Common Interest 


The need of the hour in America is co-operation. 
We must see that in the great contest there is one 
grand common interest. You will be called upon to 
accept leadership and direction in this common in- 
terest. It may be necessary that there shall be for a 
time some centralized guidance in some things so to 
focus and control the nation’s forces that they shall 
bear most directly upon the points of danger. We 
know we may confidently look to the far-seeing men 
who guide the industries of the United States to 
accept leadership and to follow it in behalf of their 
country. It will be our duty in full collaboration 
with the men of affairs with whom it has been and 
is a pleasure to work to see that the organization 
of the Government for the dread purposes of war 
is made efficient; that, so far as may be, individual 
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and corporate needs shall be thoroughly and justly 
learned and considered. It is not the wish of the 
Government that any manufacturer should be in- 
jured or that such opportunities as come to him 
along normal lines should be lost. It is simply the 
purpose of the Government to guide all the produc- 
tive powers of the country into those lines which 
make for the greatest strength and efficiency. Just 
as it must control with a strong hand him who 
would make abnormal profits out of the common 
need so it remembers that the common need re- 
quires that a just and fair living be earned by all 
manufacturers. 


Three Armies in Which to Enlist 


There may be patriotic men in your employ will- 
ing, indeed eager, to serve their country who natu- 
rally question whether they ought to leave their em- 
ployment to seek military service. This would cause 
both them and their employers anxiety as to their 
present duty and the possible results upon industry. 
No arbitrary rule can be laid down, but, broadly 
speaking, the nation will need what I have called the 
three armies of the field, the factory and the farm. 
If any one of these were seriously depleted the na- 
tion’s cause would tremble. It is easy to see that a 
man on a farm with dependent children would find 
his present duty using that farm as a national food- 
producing asset. So a workman with a family in a 
shop producing anything the nation may in this 
emergency require would for the present find his 
duty there. In a third case, a young man without 
dependents whose work can be left without directly 
injuring production of food or goods would find 
his duty at the front. Between these obvious exam- 
ples lie all shades of circumstances. The selective 
draft law, however, lays down a principle to solve 
this problem. It assumes all are willing to do their 
share. It accepts the need of some in the field, some 
on the farm, some in the factory. It will register 
those of, say, 21 to 30 years of age as being the class 
which on the whole is bést fitted for the field and 
which has the fewest dependents. These men once 
registered, selection will take place by which the 
nation will say, through local bodies, to one—you 
stay on the farm; to another—you stay in the shop, 
and to a third—you serve in the field. 

While then an opportunity for volunteering is 
open in the regular army and the national guard 
or in engineering regiments men who can enter 
these services without injury to industry or food 
production or without seriously risking their de- 
pendents should feel called upon to do so. Further- 
more, men with special training or knowledge of 
matters military or naval should offer that training 
for the nation’s use by volunteering in the army or 
navy. For the rest, men may well await for the 
present the call of the nation. They are not slack- 
ers, for the call will assume all to be ready and will 
merely be a selection among willing men as to how 
they can best serve. Of course, as the war goes 
on circumstances may change and different needs 
arise. For the hour, the foregoing suggestion seems 
adequate. 


Stop Family and Factory Waste 


We are a nation of wasters to such an extent 
that many of us hardly seem to distinguish between 
thrift and meanness. Stated in another way, we 
are a generous people, getting lavishly, giving 
largely, forgetful of the immense aggregate of 
countless little things. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture has recently pointed out that the waste of a 
slice of bread daily in each of our many million 
families will take the production of over 400,000 
acres of wheat to make it good, and that the daily 
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waste in each family of an ounce of food means 
thousands of tons of foodstuffs thrown away. There 
is no industrial duty more pressing at this hour 
than that of stopping family and factory waste. 

I speak of family waste to you men of industry 
because in your capacity as human leaders you can 
and should guide men and women to greater care in 
the little wastes which count so much. Leadership 
based on knowledge and used with tact and patience 
will accomplish great things in this respect. The 
waste, however, in the factory is quite as bad or 
worse. Here one rises to say that self-interest will 
prevent that. The suggestion seems sound, but the 
facts prove otherwise. If the wastes were seen they 
would not exist. The trouble is not in the will but 
in the vision. Put a man on the job of saving 
wastes. Let him be someone who has both experi- 
ence and imagination, and back him up. The case 
will be an exceptional one in which the discoveries 
are not surprising. These industrial wastes, other 
than wastes of time and labor, take two special 
forms—the direct wastes and the indirect wastes. 
The former are the things thrown away for lack of 
thought as to their value. The latter are the unused 
things—the possible by-products. In the former are 
such things as the needless use or the wasteful mis- 
use of wrapping paper, of packing materials, the 
ignoring of paper scrap, and similar things. In the 
latter class are the numerous by-products we do not 
get, but throw away. 

Let me illustrate from a sphere outside the indus- 
trial realm. The whale has for years been used for 
blubber and only blubber, but now the mouth of the 
whale and the intestines of the whale we find can be 
made a source of supply for leather. Just so the 
skin of the shark, of the dogfish, and other animals. 
We have thrown them away because we knew no bet- 
ter. Now they are coming into use. 

An illustration of the opposite form of waste is 
that of the unused foods. We have introduced 
within two years a half dozen kinds of available 
fishes, good and wholesome food not used before 
merely because they were not needed. No one 
thought, no one cared, and the waste went on. Two 
of these new foods alone are selling on a nation-wide 
scale. Of one over twenty million pounds have been 
consumed and the other is now selling in thirty 
States. 

Let us look at this waste problem from this point 
of view: What am I wasting; what am I throwing 
away or misusing; what am I failing to use as I 
ought? If this single question is pressed home can- 
didly and searchingly in every factory, the result 
will more than make good the burden of taxes of 
which many in these days seem to haye great fear. 


“In God’s Name, Produce!” 


I have already suggested the importance of main- 
taining production. Now if ever is the advice of 
Thomas Carlyle sound: “In God’s name, produce!” 
You remember the fine motto of the French at Ver- 
dun: “They shall not pass!” And how they put 
their lives behind it. Can we not go out into the 
world in this same spirit, bringing this same spirit 
to bear on production? Produce! Produce! in God’s 
name and in the nation’s name, produce! This may 
mean some change in your methods for the greatest 
production for the nation’s good may not be that 
precise form of production from which your great- 
est rewards may hitherto have been won. Get into 
line, however, ye leaders of industry, to make what 
the nation needs to have made. Follow the fine 
spirit of the many who have already said to me: 
“Our works shall be used for the Government as 
its needs may require.” To-day in every tin-plate 
mill the word should be: Produce, for the nation’s 
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good requires it! To-day in every labor council the 
word should be: Produce, for the nation calls its sons 
to be producers! To-day in every textile mill, in 
every paper mill, in every machine shop, the thought 
should be from top to bottom: Produce in God’s 
name! 

Finally, I cannot doubt your eagerness to see the 
period of debate past and the period of action begun. 
Discussion is good and must needs be if laws are to 
be well made, but we all feel, I am sure, eager for 
the day when talking will be over. There is no lack 
of leadership in Washington, but without law in 
this country leadership cannot act, for this is a Gov- 
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ernment of laws rather than of men. I may know 
quite well that conscienceless men may ship abroad 
goods from this land which may be used to supply 
an enemy raider, but unless law permits we cannot 
stop that process. I may know that clever publicity 
at the hands of unscrupulous men may help the 
enemy, but unless law permits it must go on. You 
may be safely assured that there will be no lack of 
action when action becomes lawful, and you may also 
be assured that there is no lack of action to-day 
within existing law and power, but for obvious rea- 
sons much if not most of it cannot be shouted from 
the housetops.

CHARLES W. BULLARD of May- 
wood, IIl., has just celebrated his 
golden wedding.

He 
is president of the Maywood Trust & Savings Bank. 
Mr. Bullard’s summers are usually spent on a farm 
in Michigan, but during the winter he can be found 
during a part of every day behind the counters 
of his son Kenneth’s store in Maywood. 





Mail-Order Stove Competition 


Mail Order Advertising Has Many Good Points That 
the Hardware Dealer Should Copy 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


yw HE hardware dealer can learn something about 
selling stoves from the mail-order house ad- 
vertising. Some of the things he can learn 
might be poor things for him to do in going after 
stove customers. The catalog house is not always 
too particular about what it says. 

This form of competition on stoves and ranges is 
serious. It takes many orders away from the home 
dealer without giving him a chance to quote a price 
in competition, and it creates dissatisfaction among 
his customers by making it look as if he asked too 
much for his stoves. 


The Weakness of the Dealer’s Ad 


The dealer is often himself to blame for not get- 
ting a chance at the business. He advertises in a 
quiet way, putting a stove advertisement into the 
newspaper now and then, or sending out a few 
folders and making an occasional window display, 
but the mail-order house is advertising to the 
dealer’s customers all the time. The dealer’s adver- 
tisement announces a good range for $50. It states 
that this is a guaranteed range with all the modern 
improvements and it emphasizes strongly the 
maker’s name. The advertisement is a pretty good 
one, but it falls down because of what it fails to say, 
while the mail-order advertisement makes no mis- 
takes of omission. 

The mail order advertisement features its price, 
$42, or it may strip the range down to the last 
necessities and make it $31.95. The prospective 
customer sees that what appears to be the last word 
in ranges costs $42 as against the local dealer’s 
advertised $50. He subtracts and gets what he as- 
sumes is $8 to put into his pocket. The dealer does 
not call the customer’s attention to the kinks in the 
mail-order advertisement and he does not notice 
them himself, and when he finds in the end that his 
range has cost him as much as the home store 
range he has forgotten what the home store asked, 
and probably does not know just what his mail-order 
stove did cost him. 

Take that $42 range, for example. Freight on 
it will vary with distance from the shipping point. 
Ranges are usually classed as third-class freight, 
and taking a sample mail-order catalog and picking 
out the first eight States in which freight rates are 
quoted, selecting the first rated town in each State, 
we get an average rate of 54 cents per hundred. 
That $42 range has a shipping weight of 500 
pounds. That means $2.70 in freight charges. 


The Mail Order “Extras” 


You, the dealer, are offering a range with water 
front. We find that a water front in the mail-order 
range costs $2.50 extra. Your range has a polished 
top. We find an extra charge of $2.85 for that in 
the catalog. Your range is a larger size than the 
mail-order range, the latter being priced for the 
smallest size. Add $2.70 more to bring the catalog 
range up to size, We find we have already added 
$10.75 to the price of the catalog range, but there 
are other things to consider: Your range has a 
reservoir as well as a water front. Your range is 
priced set up in the customer’s home. We ought to 
have added a couple of dollars for that as well as 
something for the reservoir. You give delivery, set 
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it up in working order, all perfect. The mail-order 
range will be apt to have something broken or dam- 
aged before it is in working order in the customer's 
kitchen. We ought to figure that worth something. 
The extra service and convenience of delivery, etc., 
would be worth $5 to any customer who considered 
it all carefully. You could sell your range for $55 
or $60 and still be giving the customer a better 
value than he gets from the catalog house for $42, 
which turns out not to be merely $42, but nearer 
$52. 

“Rust-resisting steel” the catalog says. You 
hadn’t thought of saying anything about that. 
“Rust resisting” in the advertisement turns to 
“rust-proof” in the customer’s mind, and thus inti- 
mates something that is not. The advertisement 
features the fact that a lid lifter, a shaker crank 
and a flue scraper are sent FREE with the range. 
You never thought of that either, did you? But 
you have been giving those things free for years, 
only you always regarded them as a part of the 
stove as much as the lids. Then, too, you have 
apparently missed a bet in not advertising, as the 
catalog does, that you blacken and polish the stove 
free before delivery. 

One great advantage the mail-order advertise- 
ment has over you is that it says all of the things 
that can be said in favor of its proposition. It 
capitalizes even the “Free” shaker, and I wonder 
that it does not make a point of the fact that there 
is no extra charge for the lids. It does feature 
the “tea shelves” as special equipment on the 
stripped ranges, and you discover that there are 
none on the $42 range, though you have them on 
yours. 

A mail-order range advertisement with its big 
$42 at the top and its little extras and sizes at the 
bottom is very much like a contract that offers you 
everything you want in coarse print and takes it all 
away from you in the fine print at the bottom. 


An Example io Follow 

However, the mail-order advertisement should 
prove an invaluable teacher for the dealer because 
it shows him all the things he ought to say in 
his own advertisement as well as all things he ought 
to omit saying. 

The man or woman, or perhaps I ought to say the 
man and woman, about to buy a range want infor- 
mation about it, and they want a lot of it. The 
families who spend that much money for an item of 
equipment without giving a thought to details or 
to extras are a negligible few. You are doing 
business with average folks who want to know. Of 
course, your idea is to suggest buying your kind of 
range in the hope that people will come in and get 
the information you do not give in the advertise- 
ment. The mail-order advertisement does not leave 
anything for further inquiries because it does not 
expect or want them. It wants orders and it gives 
enough information right then and there to make it 
possible to order at once and do it intelligently. 

Since people are not going to order from you by 
mail, give them enough information to show them 
that you can save them money. Some of the things 
the customer does not notice have been enumerated 
above. It is a good plan to mention them in talk-

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A mail order advertisement that leaves nothing to the imagination 


ing with the customer, but how about the customer 
who does not give you any chance to talk but just 
sits down and orders from the catalog, trusting 
to its honesty? 

Get these things you want the customer to know 
before that customer at the outset. They are thing: 
that are important to the buyer and he will read 
about them if you give him a chance. You have 
the opportunity in that way to get him thinking. 
If you can get him to think, you can get him to 
come to you and talk. If he comes to you, you are 
no salesman if you cannot show him wherein you 
have the mail-order proposition beaten forty ways. 


A Place for Comparisons 


Don’t exaggerate the points you want to make 
against the catalog house, and don’t guess at them. 
Get the catalogs of the houses operating in your ter- 
ritory and open them before you at the range de- 
partment and then state things to your trade just 
as they are. Line up your range and the mail-order 
ranges side by side and show wherein you have the 
advantage. 

There are always disadvantages that go with 
cheap stove construction, and the cheap mail-order 
stove must suffer from those disadvantages. Why 
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not call attention to those handicaps? Just be- 
cause the catalog house fails to mention the dis- 
advantages of its special type of bargain range is 
no reason why you should also remain silent on the 
subject. Dig into this mail order matter and open 
it up so you and the public can see what is inside. 

Don’t let the mail-order house convey the impres- 
sion that its ranges are made of a special “tough, 
rust-resisting” steel while yours are made of scrap 
iron. Hasn’t your range as “tough” steel in it as 
anybody’s? The trouble is that you have been 
taking it for granted that everybody knows certain 
things about your line and about what goes with 
a range. 

Have you an automobile? Well, before you 
bought it, didn’t you read every last word you 
could find about all the little details of construc- 
tion on that car? Didn’t you go through the cata- 
log and study what it said about carburetor, trans- 
mission, differential, universal, timing gears and 
everything from fan belt to tire tread? And per- 
haps you didn’t know A from Izzard about a lot 
of those things. How much more will a housewife 
be interested in a machine she knows all about and 
has to use every day and all day? She will read all 
you want to tell her about the advantages of any 
part of your range. Don’t take it for granted that 
all you have to do is to rattle off some superficial 
stuff about the well-known maker, the superior 
baking power and the wonderful fire box. 
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Try Out Your Own Range 


Go out in your own kitchen and run the range 
for a day or two if you don’t think a range has a 
lot of points about it in which the housewife is 
interested. Ask the one who officiates in your 
culinary department what things she does or does 
not like about the cook stove she uses. The way to 
get information about the advantages and disad- 
vantages of a piece of machinery or a mechanical 
device is to get in touch with the users and listen 
to what they have to say instead of trying to do all 
the talking yourself. 

In these days of high costs the kitchen range 
becomes an important factor, and a lot of your 
customers are running their households in an in- 
efficient manner because they have inefficient cook 
stoves. Tell them that if they want to save money 
they need ranges that will operate with a minimum 
consumption of fuel, that will cook food without 
burning it, that will bake well, that will require 
the least possible amount of attention. 

Do a little advertising along the line that carries 
an interest because of the serious food and economic 
situation that confronts householders. Get down to 
brass tacks in all your advertising and tell people 
things they are interested in knowing, rather than 
merely the things you want them to know. The 
advantages are all with you in this range-selling 
business. Don’t let the mail-order people make any 
unresisted sales in your community.

A Liberty Bond in Every 
Home 


POPULAR impression that the Liberty Loan 

has already been oversubscribed has been cor- 
rected by Treasury officials. It has been less than 
half subscribed, with twenty-three business days 
left before the books close. 

Secretary McAdoo said at Chicago recently that 
“every dollar subscribed to this Liberty Loan is a 
blow struck for liberty throughout the world.” 
That is true, and the way is still open to strike 
millions upon millions of such blows. 

There are about 15,000,000 income-earning peo- 
ple in this country who do not ordinarily appear 
in the investment markets. These are the people 
the Government wants to interest in this matter. 

Are there 2,000,000 of these who each are able 
to subscribe for at least a $1,000 bond? That 
would amount at least to $2,000,000,000. Are there 
3,000,000 others who can each subscribe for at least 
a $500 bond? That would amount at least to 
$1,500,000,000 more. Are there 5,000,000 others 
who can each subscribe for a $100 bond? That 
would mean at least $500,000,000 more. Are the 
remaining 5,000,000 of earners equal to a $50 
bond each? That would mean $250,000,000 more. 

This is a moderate calculation of what can be 
done. It would mean that the loan of $2,000,000,- 
000 would be more than doubly subscribed by small 
subscriptions alone. 

It is easily possible. Payments can be made in 
installments, with 2 per cent to start. They will 
be extended to August 30 by the Government and to 
much later dates by thousands of agencies that are 
daily advertising their services without cost. “A 
Liberty bond in every home?” Why not?—New 
York World. 


Vanderlip Predicts Record 
Prosperity 


JPIFFERENT business but better business for 

America during the war was_ predicted 
yesterday by Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the 
National City Bank and member of the Labor 
Committee of the Council of National Defense’s 
Advisory Commission. In a prepared statement 
Mr. Vanderlip said the war would call for readjust- 
ments, but not for diminution in the volume of 
business; that times would be better than ever be- 
fore, and that the people should be getting ready 
for top-speed production that would utilize every 
energy. 

“The sooner the public gets over the idea that we 
want ‘business as usual,’ or can have ‘business as 
usual’ during this great war, the better for all,” 
he said. “We want to stop all unnecessary work 
and unnecessary expenditures short off, and con- 
centrate on the immense volume of work which has 
to be done. Business men should get rid of any 
foolish fears that economy will bring on a general 
paralysis of industry or trade. 

“There is no danger of not having work for 
everybody; the trouble is that there is more work 
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in sight than can possibly be done, and the ques- 
tion is whether we shall cut off luxuries or neces- 
sities. It is absurd under these conditions to talk 
of the danger of unemployment, and to urge that 
the people shall go on buying what they do not actu- 
ally need in order to keep labor from unemployment 
or to maintain business as usual. 


Great Demand for Labor 


“How is labor to be had to make uniforms unless 
it is released from making other clothes; how are 
looms to be had for blankets unless released from 
something else; how is steel to be had for ships and 
agricultural implements unless other consumption 
is curtailed; how are women to be had for offices 
unless released elsewhere? Finally, how are we to 
put $7,000,000,000 or $8,000,000,000 of purchasing 
power at the disposal of the Government unless we 
curtail our individual expenditures? 

“The country should immediately awake to the 
fact that it has a great task in hand, and that it 
cannot carry on war like this with one hand and 
continue to do all the business it did before with 
the other. 

“Most of the argument against economy assumes 
that the people who economize will hoard their 
money. That, of course, would be foolish, but if 
they lend their savings to the Government the 
money will find its way directly back into circula- 
tion in providing for the Government’s needs. 

“The bond issues will necessitate more taxation 
in the future than in the past, but the person who 
practises self-denial now in order to buy a bond 
not only aids the Government, but provides an off- 
set to future taxation on this account. The in- 
dividual who takes his share of the bonds will pay 
his taxes into his own pocket. 


Encourages Habit of Saving 


“Every community should be closely organized 
for subscriptions to these loans. Once the habit 
of saving to buy a bond is established, it will not be 
‘abandoned when the war is over, but a million new 
springs of wealth will be developed to help on the 
development of industry and the progress of society 
in the future. Parents should buy for their chil- 
dren, and employers should join hands with their 
employees, in the name of a common patriotism and 
to bring an end to the world’s last great war. 

“In setting out to raise the first installment of 
the $5,000,000,000 bond issue, it is very important 
for the people of this country to understand just 
how large the task is and how they must go about 
it. In the first place, our situation is quite differ- 
ent from that of England, in that England had a 
great amount of capital employed abroad which it 
was able to convert and bring home. We have few 
holdings of foreign securities, and there is no other 
market in which securities can be sold. 

“This is a rich country, but its wealth is in real 
estate, factories, railways, and the machinery of 
production. This property cannot be paid into the 
Government Treasury, nor can money be raised in 
any general sense by selling property to each other. 
We see the effect of this in declining security mar- 
kets. Such efforts depreciate capital values, dis- 
turb confidence, make people feel poor, and in that 
way actually make the task harder. 
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Pledge Earnings in Advance 


“This loan cannot possibly be taken up by the 
ere conversion of bank funds now idle. The peo- 
ple must anticipate their earnings and pledge them 
advance. The Treasury allows payments upon 
iostallments, and if these terms do not suit the 
ubseriber’s convenience he should consult a banker 
§ his acquaintance. 

“The bankers must make up their minds to lend 
freely, and at a moderate interest rate, to promote 
this loan; this is a great national emergency, and 
ordinary rules should not govern. In the first place, 
ioans made with these bonds as collateral, with 
marginal payments, will be safe beyond question, 
and, in the second place, the Federal Reserve Banks 
are at hand to back up the local banks. It is time 
now to lay aside all resolutions and prejudices 
against rediscounting. 

On the other hand, no would-be subscriber has 
the right, while pretending to render a public serv- 
ice himself, to throw all of the burden on a bank. 
He should not make a subscription without a bona 
fide intention of paying it within a reasonable 
time, and he should make a payment down.’’—New 
York Times. 


Outlook for Business 


ORONTO.—It was inevitable that your people 

should by this time have been anxiously dis- 
cussing the probable effect of your participation in 
the war on the American business situation. Our 
ideas on the question are already fairly clear. So 
far as can be seen at present, your trade and agri- 
cultural outlook for 1917 has brilliant possibilities, 
providing that the movement of exports to Europe 
is definitely assured. The loans to the Allies will 
have a tendency to keep your factories busy, and 
the extremely high prices of wheat and other farm 
products, if maintained, will make great prosperity 
in certain agricultural districts. 

It is impossible to calculate the economic better- 
ment that would occur in your Northwestern States 
(and in our prairie provinces) if the spring wheat 
crop turns out well and is sold at remunerative 
prices. This might entirely offset the loss suffered 
through the partial failure of winter wheat, and 
similarly the high prices for other agricultural 
products will stimulate production and improve the 
position of the farm communities.—The New York 
Evening Post.

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WASHINGTON, D. C., May 21, 1917. 
ARD blows have rained upon the Randall 
H “rider” from every corner of the country dur- 
ing the past week, and this extraordinary 
scheme for sectionalizing the country by placing 
arbitrary taxes on newspapers, trade journals and 
magazines has caught it on the point of the jaw, 
under the fifth rib, and squarely in the solar plexus. 
Though still in the ring, it is very groggy and takes 
the full count after every round. 


Pounding the Randall Rider 


The Randall scheme has come in for a drubbing 
simultaneously at both ends of the Capitol. The 
House has considered it in connection with the pend- 
ing war revenue bill, which has been under debate 
for more than a week, while the Senate Finance 
Committee has heard representatives of the pub- 
lishers before undertaking to give consideration to 
the House measure. 

The Senate hearings have been exceedingly il- 
luminating. Publishers of big dailies and little 
dailies, trade journals, farm papers, literary maga- 
zines and religious publications alike have gone be- 
fore the committee with heart to heart talks in 
which they have bared the secrets of their count- 
ing-rooms and demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
any reasonable person that the project to double 
the postage on a large part of the circulation of 
these journals and multiply it by eight in the re- 
mote sections of the country will put all but a few 
of the big fellows out of business and turn the 
hands of our national clock back to the beginning 
of the last century. 

The publishers have talked like men. They have 
not suggested putting the tax on the other fellow, 
as have so many of the protestants who have ap- 
peared before the committee. 


Willing to Carry the Load 


They have not suggested passing the buck to the 
railroads or to the big manufacturers or the mov- 
ing pictures or the fellows who-make chewing gum. 
They have offered to bear all the burden they can 
stagger under and have only insisted that their 
business be not destroyed. 

Baldwin, of the McGraw-Hill Company, publish- 
ers of several high-class trade and technical jour- 
nals, put it very well. He said in effect: 

“These war taxes are a military necessity. You 
have got to raise money and you have got to raise a 
lot of it. 

“But there is a difference between military neces-

sity and military ruthlessness. When the Germans 
recently evacuated a part of France they were not 
satisfied with taking with them everything that 
was portable, including the fruits of the trees, but 
they ruthlessly cut down the trees themselves. 

“Now, if Congress passes this provision taxing 
the newspapers and the trade journals and the other 
periodicals out of existence, they will take not only 
the fruit but the trees as well. 


Senators, Spare Those Trees 


“Leave us the trees, Gentlemen, and we will grow 
all the fruit we can and during the war you may 
take as much as you need—all of it if necessary. 

“But leave our industry in shape to survive tha 
war so that when again blessed peace is restored 
we can all take a fresh start and unite in increasing 
the prosperity of the land.” 

The second-class postage question is believed to 
rest with the Senate Finance Committee. It is in 
the lap of the gods and Chairman Simmons and his 
associates undoubtedly feel the gravity of the re- 
sponsibility that rests upon them. 

They realize keenly that the newspapers and the 
trade journals and the scientific publications and 
the farm papers are doing a wonderful work to-day 
not only in the development of the country but es- 
pecially in carrying to the people the message of 
the Government which is now laboring like some 
great Titan to sell the Liberty Loan Bonds, to raise 
and equip a great army, to meet the submarine 
menace and to feed the world. 

In everyone of these lines the press of the coun- 
try is proving an ally more powerful than all other 
interests combined and it is inconceivable that Con- 
gress, after sober second thought, will add a feather 
to the burden now being borne by publishers who 
are making a gallant uphill fight against a pro- 
hibitory price for paper and rapidly mounting costs 
for all other material and for labor. 


Randall Defends His Project 


A merry war on the Randall “rider” has been 
waged in the House throughout the week. The au- 
thor of the proposition, who hails from the Los 
Angeles district of California, has taken an active 
part in the joust. 

More than once his spear has fallen in splinters 
before the stout shields of the champions of educa- 
tion and intelligence and several times he has been 
completely unhorsed. 

Few stronger statements have been made in de- 
fense of the publishers of the country and in at- 
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tack upon the misleading assertions with which the 
Post-Office Department has sought to bolster up the 
- Randall “rider” than that delivered by Representa- 
tive Hull, of Iowa, who talks about postal affairs 
with a broad knowledge gathered from thirteen 
years of active service in the Post-Office Depart- 
ment. 

“I think I have had some opportunity,” he said, 
“not afforded to every Congressman to make some 
observations in regard to a matter that is brought 
to our attention in this bill. I refer to the raise in 
postal rates on second-class mail matter. 


Some Cold Facts Regarding the P. O. D. 


“IT have no newspaper that will be seriously af- 
fected in my district, and so I can claim that I am 
only trying to set the committee right in whatever 
I say, but as a postmaster for some 12 or 13 years 
I have observed some things in regard to the han- 
dling of mail matter that is not given to the ordi- 
nary citizen. I have heard it charged and reiter- 
ated on the floor of this House, not only by this 
committee but by the great Post-Office Committee, 
and I believe they are backed by the Post-Office De- 
partment, that it costs anywhere from 4 to 9 cents, 
according to whatever investigating committee 
made the figures that you take, to handle second- 
class mail matter. 

“I want to say that whoever makes this assertion 
does not understand the situation that prevails in 
the Post-Office Department. The plain, practical 
facts are that it does not cost the Post-Office De- 
partment any such amount of money. The fact is 
that it does not cost as much as you get, if you 
figure as any business man would.” 

Here Representative Cox, of Indiana, interrupted 
to ask if it were not true that former Postmaster 
General Hitchcock, after an investigation, had de- 
clared that it cost 9 cents a pound to transport and 
deliver second-class mail matter. 


Lies Have Long Legs 


“Yes,” replied Mr. Hull, “and I say he was ab- 
solutely wrong. The Post-Office Department offi- 
cials say one thing in one place and another thing 
in another place and you can never run it all down. 

“As a matter of fact, I want to say to this com- 
mittee that for the next fiscal year you would not 
handle one pound of second-class mail matter mailed 
by the publisher that you would lose money on. In 
other words, I challenge any member of this House 
to point out the items in the statement of expenses 
as shown by the Auditor of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment which can be reduced $11,000,000, the amount 
now paid by the publishers, provided no second-class 
mail is handled at publishers’ rate.” 

Here Mr. Randall took a hand, declaring that in- 
asmuch as the first-class mail, with forty letters to 
a pound, pays a revenue of 80 cents and second-class 
mail matter only 1 cent a pound, it must follow 
either that 1 cent is too low or that 80 cents is 
too high and that there should be an average that 
would be the actual cost. 

“The trouble with the gentleman’s logic,” retorted 
Mr. Hull, “is the same trouble that exists with all 
that I have heard in regard to this matter. The 
Post-Office Department was created to carry the 
correspondence of the people, and it was built up 
with that idea. 


Preference Given to Letter Mail 


“The first and second-class matter are not handled 
alike at all. For instance, your first-class matter is 
always given preference and your second-class prac- 
tically is the last class considered. 

“The first-class matter is always forwarded, and 
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it may cost 30 or 50 cents to forward a letter, and 
you get nothing for it; but the second-class is 
dead at the office of delivery. If it is returned or 
forwarded it costs the sender from 3 cents on up. 

“There is another thing, and this is the point 
I want to make. The first-class mail is picked up 
around the city. Take it in the city of Washing- 
ton—you pick it up by carriers, and it costs a 
great deal of money to do that. 

“Then it is carried to the post-office and made 
up and billed. That costs money. 

“How is the second-class matter handled? It 
is made up by the publishers, billed through, and 
nobody in the post office handles it. Generally 
speaking, it never goes into the post-office to be 
handled at all. Take a Philadelphia publication. 
They make them up in Philadelphia in packages of 
150 lb., take it to the train, put it on the train 
without expense to the Post-Office Department. 


Second-Class Mail Treated Like Freight 


“It is billed clear through, say to the city of Dav- 
enport, Iowa, and no postal clerk ever handles it. 
It is carried to the terminal, dumped out there, 
and then is put on a car to go to Davenport. When 
it reaches Davenport it goes straight to the car- 
riers in the original package, and they distribute 
it to their routes—when they are not busy handling 
first-class mail. 

“Now, the first-class mail is given preference 
everywhere, and is a very important factor in this 
problem. It costs a great deal of money to collect 
this mail in the cities and take it to the post-office. 

“Now, to prove that it is the first-class mail that 
necessitates the big expenditures for the postal serv- 
ice I challenge you to take all the second-class mat- 
ter out of the mails and show me where you can 
save any part of the $11,000,000 now contributed 
by the newspapers and periodicals of the country. 
That is the real acid test in this matter.” 


No Revenue in the Parcel Post 


Here Mr. Hull took a shy at the parcel post, 
which has vastly more to do with the agitation 
for higher publishers’ rates than the country is 
aware of. He said: 

“You send a lady’s hat from the city of Baltimore 
to the city of Washington, and it will take up as 
much space as 150 lb. of second-class mail matter; 
but you will get a dollax and a half for carrying 
the second-class mail and only 7 or 8 cents for car- 
rying the lady’s bonnet.” 

Mr. Hull then drew attention to the fact that 
the postal service is primarily established to carry 
first-class mail, and that it picks up second-class 
mail just as a manufacturing institution picks up 
something to do when it has a light load. In illus- 
tration he cited the case of an electric lighting com- 
pany which sells current for 10 or 15 cents per 
kilowatt when the load is on in the evening, but 
sells the same current for from 1 to 3 cents for 
power purposes when the load is not on in the day 
time. 

Out of a rich store of experience in the postal 
service, Mr. Hull told the House some interesting 
stories of the way in which the postal service dis- 
criminates against publications and in favor of first- 
class mail. 

“When I was in the office,” he said, “I used to 
see 150 lb. of second-class mail come in, but if we 
could not handle it immediately we laid it aside. 
We paid a great deal of attention to our letter mail, 
but not so much to our second-class matter. 


Why Your Paper Is Sometimes Late 
“If any of the members of this House do not be- 
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lieve that statement, I will ask them if they are 
getting regularly all their papers from their home 
district. I receive a great many papers, but I think 
I lose about 25 per cent. Why? Because the Post- 
Office Department is built upon the proposition that 
it must take very good care of the first-class mail, 
which is the correspondence of the people, but it 
does not need to pay the same attention to second- 
class mail.” 

Dear readers of HARDWARE AGE, paste that in 
your hat! The next time your copy of HARDWARE 
AGE is late in reaching you, or perhaps does not 
come at all, do not cuss the business manager or 
the hard-working editor, but remember that your 
paper has been resting quietly in some exchange 
post-office waiting for the postal clerks to get 
through sorting the letters! 

Mr. Hull wound up his remarks with a telling 
little peroration, in which he said: 

“In this bill you strike at the very thing that 
has made us a great people, and you defeat the 
very purpose of your bill, for the effect of this 
increase of postal rates, in my opinion, will be a 
net loss in revenue, and the people will be deprived 
of that which educates and benefits them in all 
ways!” 


Some Delightful Inconsistencies 


Several members of the House undertook to cross- 
examine Mr. Hull, and only succeeded in bringing 
out further interesting information as to how the 
Post-Office does business. One beautiful specimen 
of the department’s inconsistencies was exposed 
when Mr. Hull declared that many of the newspa- 
pers used the express to carry their editions to 
their subscribers, “as it is cheaper than the Gov- 
ernment’s rate, now so low that the claim is made 
that the department is losing money, and yet the 
same department claims it can carry merchandise 
cheaper than the express companies, and has low- 
ered its rates very materially.” : 

Right here is a good place to clinch the proposi- 
tion which I put forward last week, and which has 
since been suggested to the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee as an excellent method of raising several mil- 
lion dollars of revenue, namely, a tax on parcel post 
packages. To enforce this proposition we should 
be able to show that the traffic will stand it, and 
for this purpose we will call to the witness stand 
Albert Sidney Burleson, P. M. G. Before we finish 
with this witness we will also prove that the Post- 
Office Department’s assertion that it costs over 9 
cents per pound to handle second-class mail is the 
veriest rubbish. 


Testimony That Should Be Reliable 


The Postmaster General’s testimony is found 
in a letter recently addressed by him to Rep- 
resentative Griest of Pennsylvania, in which he 
stated that “in order to enable the department to 
ascertain the growth of the service, as well as the 
revenues and cost, periodical counts have been made 
and statistics in the minutest detail compiled from 
the data obtained in these counts at the 50 largest 
post-offices, which handle approximately three- 
fourths of the entire parcel post business of the 
country,” and that the last count “showed that in 
the entire postal service during that period 40,889,- 
595 parcels were handled, or an aggregate of 981,- 
350,280 for one year, and that as the average weight 
of these parcels is 1 Ib. 11 oz., the total weight for 
the year was 1,640,943,240 lb.; and the postage, at 
an average rate of 6.6 per parcel, was $64,769,118.” 

Further deposing, this well-informed witness 
states in the aforesaid letter: “The average cost 
of handling parcels at this time, exclusive of trans- 
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portation, does not exceed 2 cents, or 1.185 per 
pound; and as the average distance which a pound 
of parcel post matter is transported is 416 miles, 
and the average rate of transportation per pound 
for the United States is 2.08 cents, the total cost 
is therefore 3.265 cents per pound.” 


Good Chance for a Tax Here 


Summarizing these figures, our star witness says: 

“The average postage per parcel is 6.6, or 3.911 
cents per pound, leaving a net profit of 6.46 mills 
per pound. As 1,640,943,240 lb. are handled in a 
year, the profit at this rate would be $10,600,493.33. 

“Officers of the department have made a most 
careful study of the entire parcel-post subject, and 
the statistics which have been compiled are based 
on records made at the time parcels were actually 
mailed, and are believed to be absolutely reliable. 
It will therefore be seen that instead of a deficit 
in this service the revenue derived therefrom is 
sufficient not only to meet the cost thereof but result 
in considerable profit to the department.” 

Now, may it please the court, two reasonable de- 
ductions can be drawn from this evidence. In the 
first place, in view of the fact that the great bulk 
of the newspapers and periodicals transported in the 
mails are carried to the post-office or to the mail 
train by the publishers, and taken from the train, 
at the other end, by their agents, it must cost much 
less to handle second-class mail matter than it 
does to handle the parcel post, which completely 
knocks into a cocked hat the claim of the Post- 
Office Department that it costs more than 9 cents 
a pound to handle newspapers and periodicals. 


Congress Shouldn’t Miss This Opportunity 


In the second place, Mr. Burleson’s figures show- 
ing that the mails are now carrying about a billion 
parcels per annum, at rates which he declares are 
much less than those charged by the express com- 
panies, it’s as clear as noonday that a modest little 
tax of 2 cents per parcel will bring in $20,000,000 as 
easily as turning over your hand. 

Of course, the mail-order houses will squeal woe- 
fully at this proposition, and I ought to say by way 
of parenthesis that their agents are already on the 
ground at Washington to prevent its adoption. But 
wouldn’t it be a fine thing for the Government and 
for the local retail merchant? 

Stop a minute and think what these figures mean. 
One billion parcels per annum means fifty parcels 
per year, or one a week, for every family in the 
United States!

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The Philosophy of German 
Frightfulness 


INCE the beginning of recorded time 

there have been two opposite and con- 
flicting philosophies of life. The primitive 
man early perceived, though often in an in- 
articulate manner, the complex and paradox- 
ical character of nature. A character at 
once cruel yet kindly, constantly bountiful, 
yet through it all utterly indifferent to man’s 
suffering and to his welfare. So this primi- 
tive philosophy naturally and inevitably took 
the form of a religion of fear, which sought 
to propitiate an angry God by service and 
by sacrifices. Such was the form of most 
of the religions of old, tingeing even the 
monotheistic creed of the Jewish nation. 
But even in ancient times there was not 
wanting that mental courage which sought 
to form its belief and its conclusions on facts, 
no matter where this knowledge might lead. 
Such thought could hardly come to any other 
conclusion than that the world and what it 
contained was to be possessed by those who 
sought it with force or cunning, and em- 
ployed both equally without fear or scruple. 
This in effect was the religion, as far as they 
possessed any, of the conquerors and the de- 
vastating hordes of the ancient world—of 
Alexander, of Cyrus, of Attila, of Genghis 
Khan, of Tamerlane, of the Carthaginians, 
and the Romans. 

With Christianity there came a new per- 
ception that possibly the world was not alto- 
gether as it seemed. That much that was ap- 
parent was not really so, and that as the 
world was made for man, and not man for 
the world, it was obvious that man’s mission 
was to conquer nature where it ran counter 
to his best instincts, and to obey only those 
laws which were in accord with his being. 
Inevitably, this philosophy ran to extremes, 
until finally in the Mid-Victorian period is 
became a blind optimism, which excused the 
existence of all evil and wrong under the 
specious pretense that inevitably they were 
for the purpose of some great good, unknown 
and incapable of being understood, but which 
must be supposed to exist, because there was 
no other available explanation. It found its 
climax in that couplet of Browning— 


“God’s in His Heaven, 
All’s right with the world.” 
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Inevitably there came a recrudescence of 
that thought which sought an answer to its 
doubts in a knowledge of the facts, as far 
as thinking and investigation might disclose 
them, and was not to be comforted with the 
worn-out husks of tradition and supersti- 
tion. This revised form of ancient philoso- 
phy found its home in Germany, where it 
became the cult of a number of daring think- 
ers who did not hesitate to carry speculation 
and analysis to their logical conclusion. They 
accepted the world of nature as they found 
it, for unlike most human beings they feared 
not to face elemental facts. To them it 
seemed obvious that might was right, and 
that as in the natural world the law of the 
survival of the fittest was the dominant fac- 
tor, so logically it should be so in the world 
of man. Consequently that those who were 
fittest, because of the possession of power, 
must necessarily be the ruling and conquer- 
ing race, and would thus fulfill the intent and 
purpose of a God whom they created in their 
own image. This time it was the blindness 
of perception which interpreted the law of 
the survival of the fittest as they would have 
it, and not as its great discoverer really 
meant it. 

History and experience show that the 
fierce carnivora of the prehistoric times evi- 
dently were not the fittest, as they perished 
utterly, while many species of their prey, 
in modified form, live in our own times. In 
nature, the abundant and the prolific are the 
unprotected and the harmless, not the savage 
beasts and birds of prey. The survival of 
the fittest does not mean the survival and 
domination of the strong and the mighty, but 
rather a power of adaptation to environment, 
of which the rabbit gives greater evidence 
than the tiger. Likewise in human history— 
of the predatory and conquering races of the 
past, the Huns, the Goths, the Moors, the 
Turks, the Romans, nothing remains save 
a memory or very much modified and diluted 
descendants. Meanwhile, there have come 
down from ages only two races and nations 
—the Jews and the Chinese—who have pre- 
served national traits and characteristics un- 
impaired, notwithstanding that for centuries 
they have been unresisting but unchangeable 
and essentially unconquered in the preserva- 
tion of their nationality. 

For forty years the cult of might among 
the Germans was industriously propagated, 
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while the other people of the world read these 
books and essays as curious and interesting 
matters of literature, and were content to 
be busy with their own affairs on the brink 
of a voleano. It seemed unthinkable that in 
a world which more and more cherished the 
dream of universal peace and of the univer- 
sal brotherhood of man that. there should 
come a recrudescence of the philosophy of 
nature, beside which the creed and actions of 
the ancient barbarian conquerors were mild 
and harmless. But none the less was it so, 
for the new philosophy was prepared to 
carry war to its logical analysis. If warfare 
was a natural and inherent factor in all of 
nature’s creation, then it must be so to man, 
and in order to win it was necessary to strip 
it of all the fictions and ameliorations with 
which a rose-water philosophy, tounded on 
sentimentality and tradition, had invested it. 
If war was necessarily rapine, murder, de- 
struction and devastation, then it was mere 
cant and hypocrisy to do some of these 
things, such as murder, and then mutually 
agree to omit rapine, pillage, and destruc- 
tion. The object in combat was to win, and 
consequently any means to win were not only 
justifiable but actually an inherent and nec- 
essary part of the game. It was the story of 
history that the most savage and ruthless 
fighters had usually been the most success- 
ful because of the terror they inspired. Con- 
sequently the policy of frightfulness in all 
its hideousness became an inevitable part of 
German warfare. Such was the reasoning, 
and such the results which roused a world in 
alarm and in resentment. The falsity of 
the philosophy was best shown by the uni- 
versal revolt of human nature. A _ world 
dominated by such a philosophy was not 
worth living in, and the final and compell- 
ing answer must be its utter destruction, 
thus demonstrating its inherent error even 
as a working proposition. No one can be- 
lieve that any other fate awaits it, because 
no other fate is possible to such a conception. 

Beyond this there must be the final and 
lasting answer of a permanent peace to dem- 
strate the possibility of man creating a 
world which shall be a denial of and con- 
tradiction to that conception which a false 
philosophy sought to impose on the nations 
of the earth. 


Our Obsolete Taxation 


System 


F the banker or the merchant should at- 
tempt to conduct his business along the 
lines followed by the various States under 
our present systems of taxation he would be 
facing Federal investigation in less than a 
week. The facts revealed by assessors’ books 


show a woful lack of business methods and 
business principles. Such is evidently the 
conclusion of a certain sub-committee on rev- 
enue in the Illinois Legislature, according to 
the report which recently appeared in the 
Assembly Bulletin. In the opinion of this 
committee, the payment of personal taxes in 
the State of Illinois is left largely to the op- 
tion of the property owner, while taxes of 
real estate are handled with almost no regard 
for justice or equity. To quote from the re- 
port: “The taxation of intangible personal 
property is fast resolving itself into a volun- 
tary contribution on the part of the holders 
of this class of property, and is probably be- 
ing confined to the ultra honest and to those 
who are not informed as to the method of 
evasion.” 

Apparently, the probate court is the only 
place where property is assessed at anywhere 
near its true value, a condition that spells 
injustice for the widow and orphan. 

A study of the records brings to light the 
following facts: In one prosperous Illinois 
county, automobiles in one township are as- 
sessed at less than $100, while in the adjoin- 
ing townships the valuation runs as high as 
$600. Sheep, in a certain township of an- 
other county are taxed on a valuation of $6 
per head, while in the next township their es- 
timated tax value is only $3 per head. If 
this difference could only be assured for any 
reasonable time, it might almost pay the 
flock owners in the first township to move 
across the township line. 

Land values appear to have been treated 
with equal impunity, the tax valuations rang- 
ing from $3.68 to $93.24 per acre. However, 
that is only part of the story. The personal 
taxation system, as a volunteer plan, has 
hardly proved a success. In the wealthiest 
county of the State only 514 per cent of the 
population have filed personal property 
schedules this year. Figuring on that basis, 
it is estimated that fully half of the personal 
property of the State is never taxed, leaving 
the other half to bear the entire tax burden. 
Reports from other States would seem to in- 
dicate that similar tax conditions exist within 
their borders. In fact, it is questionable if 
the taxation problem is equitably handled in 
any State. The “poor but honest” type of 
citizen is penalized for his honesty, while the 
tax slacker benefits through dishonesty. The 
business man with a large stock of merchan- 
dise prominently displayed has little oppor- 
tunity to evade tax payments, even if he so 
desired. As a consequence, he pays largely in 
excess of his just proportion of taxes. With 
the advent of special war taxes, this propor- 
tion bids fair to materially increase. The 
time is ripe for business men to demand the 
application of business methods to the taxa- 
tion problem.

marchers in New York City about a year ago. So 
marked was the success of that endeavor that it 
was repeated in 92 American cities and nearly 
3,000,000 paraded and by their monster demon- 
strations awakened Washington to the necessity of 
passing creditable naval construction bills. 

At the time of the parade New York hardware 
and metal men were extremely active and their help 
was so constructive that Colonel Sherrill immedi- 
ately got in touch with the leaders to enlist their 
aid in the greater work he has now undertaken. 

W. A. Graham, head of J. H. Graham & Co., who 
was marshal of the Hardware Division of the Pre- 
paredness Parade, called a meeting on May 9, which 
was well attended. Preliminary plans were drawn 
up and Colonel Sherrill’s request that the hardware 
and metal and allied industries furnish 350 of the 
needed men was accepted as a duty. 

A mass meeting was held at the New York Hard- 
ware Club on May 14, and another on May 21, and 
the committee work was enthusiastically endorsed. 
Special posters have been prepared and placed in the 
hardware and metal stores and factories of the 
State, and an active enlistment campaign is now on. 

The two posters which we reproduce in connec- 
tion with this article are very attractive. The 
flag on the larger of the two is an excellent copy in 
colors of the Stars and Stripes. On the smaller 
poster the shield is also shown in the national col- 
ors. Three thousand of each of these posters are 
ready, and more of them will be printed if they are 
needed. 

The Government’s laws of selective conscription 
will be in force before very long. The men needed 
at that time will be taken by the Government and 
placed where the officials desire to place them. 
The men will probably be assigned to cavalry, in- 
fantry and artillery, as is deemed advisable by 
those in authority. Volunteers for the National 
Guard at this time may choose not only the branch 
of service in which they desire to serve, but their 
regiment and their companies. This means choos- 
ing your comrades. The Guard may accept phys- 
ically qualified men between the ages of 18 and 45 
years. 

The employers of labor are not always in a posi- 
tion to serve the country in all the ways they would 
desire to serve it. These men have wealth, and of 
that they will give freely. Many of the store and 
factory owners are too old for personal service, but 
they can and will give of their ability and accord- 
ing to their means. It is more difficult, however, 
for them to give their men, as business conditions 
are such that every employee is urgently needed. 
This is particularly true in factories where back 
orders have been accumulating in greater volume 
for a year past. However, this is the manufac- 
turers’ bit, and there is ample evidence that they 
are going to do it, and that they will not only per- 
mit the hardware committee to work among their 
men, but aid personally in securing recruits for 
this service.

(PHERE is a considerable shortage in goods arriving 

from factories, some of which come along very 
slowly, as the freight embargoes are markedly retard- 
ing the transportation of merchandise. One large 
trunk line, with a New York terminal, is taking only 
earload lots from points of origin to New York. 
Tradesmen are constantly being obliged to cross the 
North River with trucks to load small lots in New 
Jersey which ordinarily would be brought over in cars 
on floats to New York piers, on both river fronts, where 
most convenient. This necessarily consumes consid- 
erable valuable time and costs more in money. 

Weather conditions until recently have operated 
against the sale of seasonal goods, because of pro- 
longed cold weather, although there is going to be an 
excellent business in due course. Large increases in 
the cultivation of small plots in city and suburban 
localities to increase the food supply help the sale of 
garden hose, garden sets and other agricultural tools, 
such as steel goods in the line of hoes, forks, rakes, 
shovels, spades, scoops, weeders, etc. Wire cloth has 
been moving more slowly because of meteorological con- 
ditions, which so far have hindered distribution, but the 
demand will come with warm weather. Poultry netting 
has been moving freely, but screen hardware along with 
wire cloth has been backward. 

Stove bolts have advanced 5 per cent and there 
will be another increase in builders’ hardware, it is 
said. Tacks have also advanced 5 per cent. Generally 
speaking, there is a disinclination among manufacturers 
to take orders in advance for most articles. The re- 
tailer, before accepting orders of much magnitude, 
should secure information from jobber or manufacturer 
as to what the goods will cost he is obligating himself 
to deliver. 

Another important factor which must be pondered is 
the bearing that calling out large numbers of troops will 
have on the labor market, as well as among distrib- 
utors. It has been stated by well-informed men that 
taking into account the loss by immigration during 
the last three years that we are about 5,000,000 people 
short in this country. For instance, before the war the 
immigration was in excess of 1,000,000 per annum, 
and afterward it dwindled to approximately 300,000, 
while it must not be forgotten that very many men 
have left the United States to fight in Europe. 


SHoT.—Effective from May 17, the United Lead 
Company, 111 Broadway, New York City, quotes prices 
for shot as follows: Drop shot, sizes smaller than B, 
all in 25-lb. bags, $2.80; drop shot, B and larger sizes, 
$3.05; chilled shot, $3.30 and dust shot, $3.30 per bag.

Boy Scout air rifle shot, 100 tubes 
to the box, to jobbing trade, is, per case, $4.05, and to 
retail trade, per case, $4.55, f.o.b. New York or Perth 
Amboy, N. J., freight equalized with Baltimore, terms 
net cash 30 days, or 2 per cent discount for cash within 
10 days of invoice date. P 


Wire Naits.—The old trouble of stock insufficiency 
still prevails, and while the volume of business is not 
as it should be, it is because jobbers cannot properly 
execute the orders from available assortments that they 
have, and other orders they could get. Buyers are seek- 
ing supplies wherever they can be found, and the pros- 
pects are that it will be quite a while before conditions 
are better, chiefly because of Government demand for 
basic and semi-finished materials, including wire prod- 
ucts. There is a pronounced slackening in building and 


construction work of some kinds which, to some extent, 
diminishes the necessity for nails, but the demand is 
greatly in excess of the supply in any event. As a rule, 
if not entirely so, nails manufacturers are tied up with 
Government work, which will increase rather than 
lessen. 

Wire nails range from $4 to $4.25 base per keg. 


CuT NaiLts.—Cut nails are difficult to get and higher 
in price. Buyers frequently have to do considerable 
shopping to partially supply their wants, and there 
are veterans in the trade who say they never saw such 
a scarcity. 

Cut nails vary from $4.25 to $4.50 base per keg. 


BALING PRrESSES.—The Davenport Mfg. Company, 
Davenport, Iowa, is now using the following revised 
list on the Schick steel balers: 

No. 1, $45; No. 2, $55; No. 3, $65; No. 3, open top, $69; 
No. 4, $95, and No, 4, open top, $110. 

Rope.—A principal in a large, high-grade plant de- 
scribes the situation as very erratic. The supply of 
Manila hemp fiber is a trifle better but not enough 
to make a marked difference in output. There is a 
good volume of medium fiber in the Philippines if it 
could be ferried across the Pacific, but the long 3500 
miles of transcontinental haul is exceedingly slow and 
very expensive. Freight from Manila to the Atlantic 
coast by this route is $5 per cwt.; two years ago, 
all water, it was 50 to 60c. per 100 lb. Then there 
is less first-grade fiber because the indolent native 
Filipino gets very much more for medium grade fiber 
than formerly was paid for the best of it, and the 
only way to obtain high quality fiber is by increased 
thoroughness in working the fiber at the start, and 
which cannot be done afterward. The average Filipino 
reckons on making about so much a week, but if it 
is earned in a day he doesn’t work the rest of the week; 
something like the Southern negro. This situation has 
caused some lowering of standards in rope manufacture 
by less exacting makers, both in tensile strength and 
weight of coils, which the best makers will not follow. 
In this vicinity the marine trade continues good and 
prices are firm, with no prospect of lowering, as the 
mills are quite well supplied with orders. 

Prices on Manila rope are unchanged at present, first 
grade being 28c., second grade 27c. and third grade 23c. base 
per pound. 

Sisal rope is also unchanged at 20c. for first grade and 19c. 
on second grade base per pound, although there are hints of 
higher prices on sisal products. 

SCREEN Doors AND WINDOW SCREENS.—Owing to un- 
usual conditions, the Continental Company, Detroit, 
Mich., has been forced to withdraw all quotations on 
screen doors and window screens. Effective May 10, 
new prices have been established at 10 per cent advance 
over the firm’s prices of Dec. 1, 1916. Orders will 
be accepted at advanced prices subject to the company’s 
ability to fill. The scarcity of wire cloth is more 
pronounced than ever. 


NAVAL SToRES.—Naval stores are firm, which reflects 
the condition at Southern primary points where in- 
coming stores are moderate from the new crop, and find 
rather good absorption from the domestic trade. Ex- 
ports are sluggish because of lack of tonnage for low- 
grade freight, and cargo rates are correspondingly 
high. In this territory the demand is disappointing, but 
will doubtless increase as present favorable weather 
continues, 

Turpentine, in yard, ranges from 48\4c. to 49c. per gal., 
with hand-to-mouth buying and few large sales. 

Rosins are about as they have been with common to good 
strained on the basis of 280 Ib. per bbl. at $6.40, and D grade, 
$6.50 per bbl. 

LINSEED O1L.—The flaxseed market is chaotic. Hold- 
ers of oil are often scared into unloading stocks at 
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prices lower than those for which the goods can be 
replaced on the basis of present flaxseed prices. One 
_of the embarrassments of the present situation is the 
difficulty operators on exchanges are encountering in 
either selling or buying flaxseed, along with the same 
checks in marketing other cereals. For instance, if a 
dealer had sold short previous to a certain date, he 
would be allowed to buy to cover so as to complete 
his transaction without much hardship, provided he 
could find someone who would sell. If not short of 
the market and he wished to buy, it has been a com- 
mon experience that he could not purchase because he 
was not short, and might find someone who could not 
sell because he could not sell short under the lately 
adopted exchange regulations. These uncertainties and 
interruptions in the various exchanges are playing hob 
with flax prices. 

Linseed oil, raw, city brands, in lots of 5 or more bbl., is 
$1.30, and less than 5 bbl., $1.31 per gal. 

State and Western oil has a range of $1.20 to $1.22 and 
up to $1.27 per gal., according to quantity, location and 
views of sellers. 


Winpow GLass.—Trade generally is very quiet in 
this market, as it has been for some weeks. For a 
large part of the current year the factories and mer- 
chants have worked on business carried over from 1916, 
but new building and construction work to a consid- 
erable extent has diminished. There is apparent a 
disposition to hold off and a hesitancy about entering 
into new engagements that can be deferred until people 
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get their bearings. One of many difficulties is that of 
getting linings for furnaces and tank blocks, which 
before the war were made of German clay, but are 
now practically unobtainable, while those made of such 
material as is available, with our present experiences, 
have not given very good service so far. Other diffi- 
culties concern high cost of raw materials, especially 
chemicals, the lack of which has caused some factories 
to go out of blast before the expected time, but with 
the decrease in orders the supply of window glass 
available will be in better proportion to demand than 
was expected earlier in the year. Window glass prices 
are unchanged as follows:

HE advent of warmer weather throughout the West 

and Middle West has greatly stimulated trade in 
many hardware lines. Sales of garden hose, lawn 
sprinklers and similar items have doubled in the past 
week. Crop prospects are also considered much better 
than they were a few weeks ago. Building operations 
are not quite so heavy as at this time last year, but 
it is noticeable that sales of builders’ hardware are 
running strongly to the better grades, particularly in 
the larger cities. This is said to be due to the erection 
of many high-grade apartment buildings as investments, 
rather than as a speculation. The houses going up also 
seem to be of the better type. As a matter of fact, 
manufacturers of builders’ hardware are not par- 
ticularly anxious for new business. A letter from the 
sales manager of one large house, to its western man- 
ager, advises against the encouragement of heavy 
buying. 

Conditions at this time seem to indicate that the 
whole country will soon be handicapped in the matter 
of freight shipments. The Government is expected to 
begin a general movement of supplies in the near 
future, and as it will have the right of way over 
domestic shippers, business is sure to be more or less 
affected. 


Instead of a depressing effect on business being 
caused by the war, a general feeling of optimism pre- 
vails throughout this section. Business men every- 
where are predicting that the business of the next few 
years will exceed all records. It is felt that the 
enormous sums of money raised by the war taxes and 
liberty bonds will be spent mainly in this country, and 
that they will go through all the various channels of 
industry. 

Many of the manufacturing and jobbing houses are 
beginning to seriously feel the effects of enlistments. 
Nearly every concern in the Chicago district is working 
short handed, and when the draft goes into effect the 
shortage of labor will be still more apparent. 

The week has been marked by the usual number of 
price advances. Sash weights have gone up another 
dollar per ton; white lead advanced 25c. per 100 lb.; 
tin plate took a heavy upward trend, and various gar- 
den tools showed price increases. The advances in tin 
have also affected the price of solder, and jobbers are 
asking 43c. per lb. for guaranteed half and half. 


BINDER TWINE.—New prices on binder twine have 
just been announced as follows: 


To dealers, f.o.b. Chicago, sisal twine, 19\4c. per Ib. ; stand- 
ard sisal, 194c. per lb.; 550 ft. Manila twine, 19%c. per Ib.; 
600 ft. Manila twine, 20%4c. per lb.; 650 ft. special Manila 
twine, 2lc. per lb.; 650 ft. pure Manila twine, 21%c. per Ib. 
These prices are subject to a discount of %e. per Ib. in 
10,000 lb. lots, and 4c. per Ib. on carload lots. 


CoTTON GLOVES AND MITTENS.—There is a serious 
shortage in the supply of cotton gloves and mittens. 
Manufacturers are accepting orders for immediate 
delivery only, and at a considerable advance over the 
prices quoted in the early spring. Still higher prices 
are expected in the near future. 

AXE, PICK AND SLEDGE HANDLES.—Hickory timber 
of the quality employed in the manufacture of axe, 
pick and sledge handles has advanced approximately 25 
per cent. This in connection with the increased cost 
of labor and. production has caused an advance in 
handles. 


We ete from jobbers’ stocks, f.o.b. Chicago, axe, pick and 
sledge handles, 65 per cent disc6unt from factory lists. 


ENAMEL WARE.—Manufacturers of enamel ware are 
reported to be turning out only about 75 per cent of 
their normal production, due to shortages of raw 
material, coal, labor and cars for shipping. One large 
company was recently compelled to shut down three 
large furnaces because of inability to get coal. 


WHEEL Barrows.—The situation in regard to wheel 
barrows is unchanged.

‘fMHE manner in which hardware stores are being 

besieged by customers for garden tools indicates 
thoroughly the extent to which the garden movement 
this summer has taken hold of the patriotic people 
of the United States. A visit to several of the retail 
hardware stores in this city discloses the fact that two, 
and sometimes three clerks, are kept busy waiting on 
customers that are buying all kinds of garden tools, 
and retailers say it is next to impossible for them to 
keep their stocks complete. Jobbers are being called 
on by the retailers to furnish garden tools faster than 
they can get them from the factories, and if the present 
buying movement keeps up for the next 30 days it is 
believed stocks not only with jobbers and retailers, but 
with makers of garden tools as well, will be pretty 
thoroughly exhausted. Prices are 50 per cent or more 
higher than last year, but this cuts no figure in the 
sales. In the Pittsburgh district it is estimated that 
there are over 3000 large garden plots being worked, 
and the number may be many more. The heavy buying 
of garden tools is also helping to sell other goods, and 
the jobbing and retail hardware trade is doing a land- 
office business. Order and shipping clerks are working 
at night to try to keep up with the accumulation of 
orders, and these are the busiest times the hardware 
trade has known in many years. The shortage in the 
supply of cars is still interfering with shipments of 
goods, but once the Government’s regulation in regard 
to movements of cars becomes effective, it is believed 
that a good deal of this trouble will disappear. 

The steel trade is still very much in the dark as to 
what Government needs for steel will be, but it is 
believed the situation will be much clearer in the next 
ten days to two weeks. It is known now that the 
Government will want considerably over 1,000,000 tons 
of steel, and it may be much more. A statement has 
been printed that the Government will need the entire 
output of plates of all the mills over the next year. 
This report is absurd and untrue. Last year the esti- 
mated output of plates over % in. in thickness was 
about 1.750,000 tons, and on Universal and plates under 
% in. thick, the output was over 1,500,000 tons. Lately 
the Government has made a canvass of the structural 
steel shops in order to get a line on how many there 
are, and their theoretical capacities. For this reason, 
it is believed, the Government will very shortly place 
orders for very large quantities of structural steel. 
Sky rocket prices are still being paid for plates, and 
the end is not yet. Recently on 1000 tons of hull plates 
for export to Canada 10.40c. was paid, and on ordi- 
nary %-in. and heavier sheared plates, prices range 
from 7 to 8c. at mill. 

The influence of Government buying on steel of all 
kinds is already being felt in hardware goods, prices 
on which are steadily gong up, and will no doubt be 
much higher than they are now. Every day jobbers 
and retailers are advised of the withdrawal of prices 
or heavy advances, and there is some delay being ex- 
perienced in getting deliveries of goods. 


Wire Natts.—As yet no official announcement has 


been made on wire and wire nails by the American 
Steel & Wire Company, but this concern has been 
practically out of the market for several weeks, taking 
care only of its regular trade, and giving the best 
deliveries that it can. All other makers of wire nails 
are quoting at least $3.50 to their large trade, and 
occasionally nails are sold at $3.75 base, per keg, or 
even higher. There is a foreign inquiry in this market 
for 240,000 kegs of 112 lb. each, or a total of 12,000 
gross tons. Three or four local makers of wire nails 
have each quoted on a part of this order, and it is 
not unlikely much of it may be placed here, and at 
prices somewhat higher than are ruling in the domestic 
market. There is a very great shortage in the supply 
of wire nails, stocks of retail dealers and jobbers being 
low, and on the more common sizes, jobbers are bor- 
rowing from each other to help out on their orders from 
retailers, until delayed shipment of nails arrive. Prices 
in effect from the independent mills from April 19, but 
which have not as yet been adopted by the American 
Steel & Wire Company, are as follows: 


Wire nails, $3.50 base per keg to the very large trade; gal- 
vanized, 1 in. and longer, including large-head barb roofing 
nails, taking an advance over this price of $2 and shorter 
than l-in., $2.50. All f.o.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point 
of delivery, terms 60 days net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 
10 days. 


WireE.—Makers report the demand for all kinds of 
wire abnormally heavy, and they are unable to keep 
up with their orders, being back in deliveries eight to 
ten weeks or longer. Large export inquiries are being 
received here nearly every day, but local mills are re- 
fusing to quote on these. Prices in effect by the inde- 
pendent mills on the different grades of wire in carloads 
and larger lots to the large jobbing trade, and for 
forward delivery, are as follows: 


Bright basic wire is $3.55 per 100 Ilb.; annealed fence 
wire, Nos. 6 to 9, $3.45; galvanized wire, $4.15; galvanized 
barb wire and fence staples, $4.35; painted barb wire, $3.65: 
polished fence staples, $3.65; cement-coated nails, $3.40 base: 
these prices being subject to the usual advances for the 
smaller trade, all f.o.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point of 
delivery, terms 60 days net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 
10 days. Discounts on woven-wire fencing were also lowered 
three points, effective April 19, and are now 48 
list for carload lots, 47 per cent off for 1000-rod 
per cent off for small lots, f.o.b. Pittsburgh. 

To the retail trade, the usual advances over the above 
prices are charged, these ranging from $4 to $7 and $8 per 
ton. 


NuTs AND Bo.tts.—Two of the local makers report 
that their orders booked for nuts and bolts in the 
past two weeks were heavier than in any similar period 
for some time. Export demand is also active, but local 
makers are not quoting on foreign inquiries, stating 
that they cannot turn out the product fast enough to 
take care of domestic orders. There is also great 
trouble in getting cars and bottoms for export ship- 
ments, and often when an order is placed it is can- 
celed by the buyer before delivery can be made. Speci- 
fications for nuts and bolts from ship builders are 
very heavy, and premium prices are often paid for 
fairly prompt shipment. Makers are quoting only on 
specific inquiries, and from regular trade. An advance 
in prices is looked for at any time. Discounts are very 
firmly held, and in carload lots to the large trade, are 
as follows:

IRON AND STEEL Bars.—Prices on both iron and 
steel bars are still going up steadily. While the price 
on refined iron bars in carload and larger lots is 4c. at 
mill, small lots have sold for fairly prompt shipment at 
as high as 5c. per lb. None of the local makers of 
steel bars is quoting less than 4c. per lb. to regular 
trade, and one mill is holding steel bars at 4.50c. 
minimum. We now quote merchant bars at 4 to 4.50c. 
and refined iron bars at 4 to 4.50c. in carloads and 
larger lots, f.o.b., Pittsburgh. 

Tin PLate.—All kinds of prices are being offered 
on domestic and export orders for tin plate, which the 
mills are turning down in most cases. One offer of 
$25.75 at mill has been made for 100,000 double boxes, 
and several makers have quoted as high as $12 to $15 
per base box at mill. Practically the entire output of 
the country in tin plate is sold up for 1917, and there 
will be a great shortage in the supply. We quote tin 
plate on contracts at $8.50 to $9 per base box, and on 
small current orders from $9 to $10 per base box, or 
higher. Prices on terne plate are as follows: 


Long-terne plate, No. 28 gage base, at $7 to $7.25; short- 
terne plate, $11.50 to $12, makers’ mill, — depending on 
quantities and deliveries wanted. The full schedule of prices 
adopted by the American Sheet & Tin Plate Company on terne 
plates is as follows: 8-lb., 200 sheets, $14 per package; 8-Ib., 
214 sheets, $14.30 per package : 12- Ib.

RIVETS.—It is expected the Government will shortly 
be a very heavy buyer of rivets, and it has already 
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placed large orders for fairly prompt shipment. Local 
makers of rivets are filled up for some months ahead, 
and are very much back in deliveries, owing to delays 
in getting steel from the mills. Prices are certain to 
advance in the near future. Prices being quoted by 
rivet makers to regular customers, and on specific 
orders only, in carload lots from July 1, and also from 
Oct. 1, are as follows:

LAWN Mowers.—Two leading makers of lawn 
mowers are understood to have withdrawn prices, and 
will send out new price lists probably this week, show- 
ing an advance of about 10 to 15 per cent in prices. 
The new demand for lawn mowers this spring has 
been abnormally heavy and stocks of jobbers are low. 

WINDow GLAss.—It is said that present orders for 
window glass are not more than 50 per cent of the 
capacity of the manufacturers. The amount of new 
building under way all over the country is relatively 
small, due to the very high prices ruling for labor and 
materials. Nearly every day we hear of large building 
projects that have been postponed for these reasons, 
and will not likely be taken up until building prices 
are much lower. Window glass prices are unchanged 
as follows: 

Single thick, first three brackets, A quality, 84 and 3 per 
cent; single thick, first three brackets, B quality, 86 and 5 
per cent ; single thick, larger than the first three brackets, 
A and B quality, 83 and 3 per cent; double thick, all sizes, 
A seg 84 and 3 per cent, and double thick, all sizes, B 
quality, 86 and 3 per cent discount. 

SHEETS.—Prices on sheets are steadily going up, and 
will likely be still higher. Galvanized sheets are up 
fully $5 per ton, and small lots have been sold for 
fairly prompt shipment at 9c. and higher, at mill. None 
of the sheet mills is now quoting at less than 7c. at 
mill on No. 28 Bessemer black, and sales have been 
made at 8c. We now quote in carload and larger 
lots, to regular customers only, Nos. 3 to 8 black 
annealed Bessemer sheets 6 to 6.50c.;. No. 28 Bessemer 
black, 7 to 7.50c.; No. 28 galvanized, 8.50 to 9c. at mill. 
Small lots of the different grades of sheets for fairly 
prompt shipment have sold at $5 to $10 per ton higher 
prices. 


CLEVELAND

USINESS in retail hardware lines is generally sat- 

isfactory, although the backward season has inter- 
fered with the movement of some of the seasonal goods. 
The demand for garden tools is still active, and some of 
the leading retail stores report that their sales in this 
line have been three times as large as during any pre- 
vious year, this being due to the vacant-lot gardening 
movement. 

Some of the retailers report a heavy volume of sales 
in lawnmowers, but others state that the demand so 
far has been rather light owing to weather conditions. 
Dealers will be unable to replenish their stocks in some 
of the medium-priced and cheap grades of lawnmowers, 
but there is apparently a sufficient supply of the higher 
priced goods. The demand for power lawnmowers’ is 
unusually heavy. One retailer reports the sale of 
fifteen of these machines so far this season. Last year 
some sales were lost because retailers were unable to 
secure deliveries, and for this reason users are doubtless 
placing their orders early. Wire cloth is moving fairly 
well, but there is little demand as yet for window 
screens. Weather conditions have interfered with the 
volume of business in sporting goods. Fishing tackle 
has not yet commenced to move much, but retailers ex- 
pect this line to become active shortly. Retailers have 
reported a very satisfactory volume of business in 
bicycles. 

Price changes have not been numerous during the 
past two or three weeks, but wholesale houses are look- 


ing for further advances as soon as manufacturers com- 
pute their costs, based on the recent increase in prices 
jn raw material. The prevailing high prices are caus- 
ing consumers to shop around more or less before mak- 
ing purchases, but it is claimed that prevailing prices 
are not interfering much with the volume of busi- 
ness. Owing to the fact that some retailers have not 
kept pace with the market in marking up prices there is 
a great deal of irregularity in retail prices on many 
lines. Standing out alone among the price changes is 
a reduction in price on one item. This is on zinc 
glazier’s points, which have been reduced 10 per cent. 
Among the most important lines on which no maiked 
price advance has been made is garden hose, which is 
now selling at only a trifle higher than a year ago. 

Jobbers report a very satisfactory volume of business, 
which is coming out mostly in small-lot orders. Retail- 
ers are well stocked up in most lines, and, with present 
high prices, are following the policy of buying from 
hand to mouth. The car situation is again very bad, 
and jobbers are’ suffering serious delays in getting 
goods from manufacturers and making shipments to the 
country trade. Freight houses are piled up with out- 
going freight, and shipments are being held up several 
days. 


FURNITURE NAILS.—The H. C. Tack Company of 
Cleveland, Ohio, has advanced prices on furniture nails 
10 per cent. 


Aucer Bits.—The Snell Manufacturing Company, 
Fiskdale, Ohio, has advanced prices 10 per cent on auger 
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bits. A similar advance was made by several auger bit 
manufacturers recently. 

LocKs.—The Eagle Lock Company has made a 10 per 
cent advance on padlocks, drawer locks and wardrobe 
locks. 

CuRRYCOMBS.—The New York Stamping Company an- 
nounces a 10 per cent advance in prices on currycombs. 

MitK CANS.—The National Enameling & Stamping 
Company, Milwaukee, Wis., has advanced its prices on 
milk cans about 10 per cent. 


Gas RancEsS, Hot PLATES, ETC.—The Odin Stove Man- 
ufacturing Company, Erie, Pa., maker of gas ranges, 
hot plates, heaters and gas appliances, announces a 
price advance of about 20 per cent. 

TIRES AND ACCESSORIES.—Jobbers are getting a fair 
volume of business in casings and tubes from the retail 
trade, and no further price advance has been made. 
Accessories are moving quite freely. It is stated that 
the tire manufacturers are being benefited by the en- 
trance of this country into the war, as they are now 
able to get larger supplies of raw material. Previous to 
our declaration of war it was necessary to secure per- 
mission from the English Government for the importa- 
tion of crude rubber into this country, and, as a rule, 
only a portion of the shipments were allowed. Now full 
shipments are generally being permitted. The price 
of Sea Island cotton has advanced in a year from 60c. 
to $1.50, and tire manufacturers are now using more 
American cotton, which is worth about 70c. a pound. 


SHEETS.—The demand for sheets is fairly good, and

GUMMER weather in the last two days has opened the 

real season’s business with a rush. The retailers’ 
stores show a surprisingly good assortment at this time 
considering the general difficulty in getting goods. 
Reliable reports from the jobbers and the larger re- 
tailers, however, show that the day of the predicted 
famine in many lines is rapidly drawing nearer. The 
scarcity in farming tools is not mere talk; it is reality. 
Various conditions are working together to make it 
difficult to remedy the situation. 

The greatest handicap in this section is the abnormal 
overloading of the railroad facilities. Until the middle 
of this week the Boston & Albany Railroad had man- 
aged to keep one gateway from the West open, but 
now an embargo has gone into effect which prohibits 
carload shipments of all the usual hardware supplies. 
This time, however, agricultural implements are being 
accepted, due to the propaganda for intensive farm 
work. This “peninsula” of New England has suffered 
for nearly two years by the placing of embargo after 
embargo on its various railroads and never has the 
situation been worse than at the present time. 

General building has suffered less from the stringency 
of the times in New England than in many parts of 
the country, and several of its leading cities reported 
much larger valuation of building permits in April 
than in the same month last year. The building of the 
better class of private houses has in particular held up 
well. The mill supply business is a little better than 
normal, due to the large number of new factories and 
plant additions. The demand for window glass which 
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jobbers are having more difficulty than ever in getting 
shipments from the mills. Prices have been advanced. 
Jobber’s prices to retailers are as follows: No. 28 
black, 8.50c.; No. 28 galvanized, 10.50c.; No. 10 blue 
annealed, 7.50c. 

NAILS AND WIRE.—Nails are in good demand and are 
hard to get from the manufacturers. Mills are not now 
accepting orders for carload lots from jobbers unless 
they are on old contracts, and this makes it necessary 
for the jobbers to make the sales out of stock. 


Jobber’s prices are as follows for less than carload lots: 
Wire nails, $3.90 per keg; galvanized wire, $4.60 per 100 
Ib.; galvanized barb wire, $4.75 per 100 lb.; No. 9, annealed 
wire, $3.90 per 100 Ib. 


BALE Ties.—Manufacturers have advanced prices 8 
per cent on cross-head, bale ties. 

Botts, Nuts AND Rivets.—The demand for bolts and 
nuts is fairly active, and no recent advance has been 
made in jobber’s prices, which are as follows: Machine 
bolts in small sizes, 40 and 10 per cent off the list; 
large sizes, 40 per cent off; carriage bolts, small sizes, 
40 and 5 per cent off; large sizes, 35 per cent off; rivets, 
40 per cent to 40 and 10 per cent. 

Brooms.—Broom prices continue to go up, owing to 
the scarcity of broom corn, and manufacturers do not 
expect much relief in the situation this year, as it is 
believed that the heavy demand for foodstuffs will 
cause a material reduction in the production of broom 
corn. Because of the prevailing high prices of broom 
corn, manufacturers are placing on the market brooms 
made of fiber, which is being used as a substitute for 
broom corn.

is better than normal shows how well new construction 
is holding its own. 

New shipbuilding yards are springing up over night, 
and several yards along the coast, particularly in Maine 
and Connecticut, that have not been operating for 50 
years, are preparing to resume business in response 
to the demand for wooden ships. Inquiries for ship 
tools and general woodworking tools from this source 
are beginning to appear in the market. It is expected 
that this business will soon assume a large volume in 
the seaboard cities. 

It is expected that new prices will be ruling in steel 
bars and in bolts and nuts before this report appears 
in print. It is difficult to predict just what this ad- 
vance will be. Some distributors of steels and bar 
stock report better receipts from the manufacturers 
and stocks for the moment are in a little better shape. 
There has been little change in the stocks of other 
lines of heavy hardware. . 


Sash cord, chalk lines and cotton masons’ lines have ad- 
vanced 10 per cent. Other advances of the week have been: 
Screens and screen doors, 10 per cent; galvanized never-rust 
nails, 25c. to 35c. per cask; garden trowels and weeders, 10 per 
cent; zinc and copper oilers, 10 to 20 per cent; family spring 
scales, 10 to 15 per cent; vises, 7% to 10 per cent; Hessler 
mail boxes, 20 per cent; Disston goods, saws, trowels, screw 
drivers, etc., about 7% per cent; iron sinks, 5°per cent; roof- 
ing duck, 4c. a yard; Jap-A-Lac and Glidden’s Green Label 


varnishes will be advanced 25c. to 50c. a gal., effective June 5. 

LANTERNS.—Lantern manufacturers have withdrawn 
all prices and will not accept orders except at prices 
prevailing at time of shipment. 

CoLD-ROLLED STEEL.—Another advance has_ been 
made in cold-rolled steels. We quote from jobbers’ 
stocks; rounds up to 1 15/16 in., list, plus 25 per cent; 
squares and hexagons, list plus 30 per cent. 


TWIN CITIES 


St. Paul and Minneapolis, May 19, 1917. 


THE past few days give evidence of the fact that 
_ Spring business is on with a rush. While building 
is slow to some extent, there is a general quickening 
of interest in all lines. Especially strong is the interest 
in gardening in both cities, and everyone is working 
in all spare times to get the last of the seeds in the 
ground. 


The falling price of wheat and flour looks encourag- 
ing to the average householder, as an indication of 
somewhat lower prices for foodstuffs. There is a feel- 
ing of caution about business in general, until more is 
known of the conditions imposed by the Government in 
taking over the output of some of the mills and fac- 
tories. There is a tremendous unfilled tonnage in the 
orders of the steel mills, and nails, wire and sheets are 
increasingly hard to get. Undoubtedly this condition 
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will be relieved in some way in the near future, but 
higher prices may be looked for in many lines. We 
will look back to the prices of 1914 as being ridiculously 
low, and impossible of recurrence. 

Advances have been announced by vise makers the 
past week. Nearly every mail brings some revision 
of prices, and it is rarely downward. Rosin papers 
show a weakening in price, but a careful review of 
various articles fails to set forth any other items. 
No advance has yet been announced on wire goods, but 
it may come at any time. There has been no change on 


this line for some time, even though wire products have 


been strengthening steadily. 

Great stress is being put on the Liberty Loan Bond 
subscription, and many business men are devoting every 
moment available to the end of making the total for 
this locality as large as possible. Success is almost 
assured, as the response has been very encouraging. 

The proposed increase in freight rates has been 
receiving much attention, and the general impression 
seems to be that such a move is to be expected. The 
increase in pay for railroad employees makes such a 
move almost absolutely necessary. 

Local jobbing stocks are, in some lines, becoming 
very irregular. Especially is this true in the steel 
goods lines, as the unprecedented call for goods of this 
description has taken everyone unawares. New stocks 
are slow in arriving, the mills being unable to obtain 
the material from which to make the goods. Sales in 
general, from jobbers to retailers, are somewhat light, 
due, it is thought, to full stocks on the part of the 
retailers. The main exception is noted above. 

Local prices from jobber to retailer have suffered 
very few changes the past week. Galvanized sheets 
have again advanced. Other items are firm at last 
week’s quotations. 

Wire NAILS AND Braps.—Scarcity of some items, 
especially the smaller sizes of brads, is noted. Coated 
nails are harder to obtain and there is small prospect 
of a change in this condition. 


We quote from local jobbers’ stock: Standard wire nails at 
$4.10 per keg base; coated wire nails at $4.10 per keg base, 
and brads 70-10 per cent discount from standard list. 


WIRE AND STAPLES.—There are no new developments 
in this line. A fairly normal demand is noted in view 
of the high quotations. 


We quote from local jobbers’ stock: Galvanized Glidden 
cattle wire $3.96 per 80-rod spool; galvanized Glidden hor

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Collection Charges on Checks 


PHILADELPHIA, PA. 
To the Editor: 

The Hardwick amendment providing that banks 
may charge one-tenth of 1 per cent as a collection 
charge on checks is now in joint conference com- 
mittee, having been passed by the Senate. 

The House of Representatives instructed its con- 
ferees to substantially agree unless the Senate could 
be induced to reconsider. 

If the conference committee agrees on the Hard- 
wick amendment, the check collection charge abuse 
will be enacted in its worst form and may prevail 
in the large cities where charges have not hereto- 
fore been made. 

The one-tenth of 1 per cent provided would 
actually permit confiscation of one-tenth of 1 per 
cent of every bank deposit subject to withdrawal 
by check, even on checks ‘cashed at the bank on 
which they are drawn. 

Your protest by telegraph to the Congressmen 
from your district and your Senators is necessary 
in order to defeat this attempt to again saddle us 
with the inefficient obnoxious check collection sys- 
tem which prevailed before the Federal Reserve 
check collection system which provides for collection 
at par.

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To Make Tees in Round Pipe 


By A. F. MUELLER 
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Pattern for making tees in round pipe 


HEN the branch in a_tee in round pipes is 
less than the half diameter of the main pipe, 
tangent to it and at any other angle than a 

right angle, then all the points in the profiles of the 
branch must be used to construct the side elevation 
or side view of the intersection between the two 
pieces from which to develop the patterns. 

In Fig. 1, draw a quadrant, as B, and in correct 
relation to it draw the branch as A. On the extend- 
ed center line of A describe its profile, as at Z. 
Draw a line at right angles to the center line

through the center of the profile, dividing it into 
four equal parts. Space each of these parts into the 
same number of equal spaces and from the points 
draw lines, that are parallel with the center line, 
intersecting the quadrant B. These intersections 1 
to 12 in Fig. 1 are then the miter points in the end 
view of the two pieces. 

Continue the base line of B, as line 4—4°, and from 
some point on this line draw a line at the required 
angle of the branch to represent its center line in the 
side elevation, as line 4—10 in Fig.2. On this cen- 
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ter line, describe, divide and space a duplicate pro- 
file of E, as profile F, numbering the points so that 
they have revolved one-fourth of the pipe. This 
-ig necessary because the tee has been revolved or 
turned one-fourth from the view in Fig. 1. From 
the points draw lines that are parallel with the cen- 
ter line to intersect lines that have been drawn from 
the points of intersection in B, and are at right 
angles to the center line of A, producing the inter- 
sections, 1, 2, 8, 4, etc. in B’. Connect these inter- 
sections and then will the heavy curved line repre- 
sent the miter line between the two pieces in the 
side elevation and all the straight lines or elements 
in A’ will show in their true lengths. 

At right angles to A” draw a line, as 10—10 in 
Fig. 3, and on it set off the spaces of the profile of 
the branch, numbering the points so that the end 
points will have the same numbers as the seam line 
which may be located to suit conditions. From the 
points erect perpendiculars to which project, at right 
angles to the center line of A’, the miter line points 
of corresponding numbers. As to the line from 1 
project the miter line point 1 in B’; to the line from 
2 to the miter line point 2, etc. Connecting the 
points thus located will result in the net pattern for 
the branch, as shown in Fig. 3. 

From Fig. 1 it can be seen that the branch inter- 
sects the circumference of the main pipe, as shown

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from 4 to 10. To develop the opening in the main 
pipe by projection, these spaces 4 to 10, which vary, 
are placed on a line that is drawn at right angles to 
B’, as 4”—10” in Fig. 4. The spaces must be trans- 
ferred and numbered in the order that they occur 


in B. From the points on 4”’—10” draw lines, 
parallel with B’ or at right angles to the line on 
which they are located and project to them the miter 
line points, at right angles to the center line of B’. 
Connecting the points located in this manner will 
result in the net opening in the large pipe, as shown 
by the shaded part in Fig. 4. 

If it is not convenient to develop the opening by 
projection then it can be developed by measurement. 
Proceed as in Fig. 4 and transfer the spaces to a 
straight line, as L—M in Fig. 5, and from the points 
draw indefinite perpendiculars. At any place in the 
side elevation, away from the miter line, draw a line 
at right angles to B’, as L—M, and then transfer 
the distances that are between L—M and the several 
points on the miter line to corresponding lines in 
Fig 5. As to the line from 1° to 7° in Fig. 5, 
transfer the distances 1°—1 and 7°—7; to the line 
from 2° and 6° transfer the distance 2°—2 
and 6°—6 in B’, etc. Connect the points located and 
then will the shaded part be a duplicate of the 
shaded part in Fig. 4 and be the net opening in the 
main pipe.

The Aske Automatic Voltage Regu- 
lator Company, Duluth, Minn., has re- 
cently brought out the Aske regu- 
lator for the Ford car.

system at 20 mi. an hour. 

Changing the wiring of the lamps 
from series to parallel increases the 
light. But the company states if the 
lamps are wired in parallel without 
having a device that will control the 
flow of current, whether one lamp or 
two are used, the lamps will be in 
danger of being burned out at high 
speed due to excessive uncontrolled 
voltage. 

The Aske automatic regulator is 
designed for the purpose of controlling 
to a limited amount the flow of cur- 
rent at high speeds without retarding 
the flow at slow speeds. It permits 
the operation of one lamp at a time 
without endangering it to the increase 
of voltage that takes place when one 
lamp is extinguished. 

This little device is attached by 
four screws to the dashboard of the 
Ford car, just under the hood, and is 
simply connected in the circuit be- 
tween the magneto and the headlight. 
Once it is installed it is said to need 
no further attention, but will work 
automatically.
